TRASHMAN EMPLOYED BY CITY OF

CLARK admitted to Interviewing Agents that he was 
emotionally upset because of the death of Senator KENNEDY. He 
stated that he wanted to Kill SIRHAN SIRHAN and stated that 
SIRHAN is an "S.O.B.". 

Information concerning this threat against SIRHAN ’s 
life was immediately furnished to appropriate authorities on 
5/10/S8. 
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Sr'opdte Ambulance driver and attendant who transported Senator 

ROBERT F. KENNEDY from Ambassador Hotel, Los Angel eB, 
to Central Receiving Hospital, Los Angeles, related 
circumstances surrounding trip. Director of Security, 
Ambassador Hotel, advised that at conclusion of Senator 
KENNEDY'S speech/ female member of KENNEDY campaign 
staff informed him Senator KENNEDY Intended to leave 
by rear steps of the hotel and requested pathway through 
crowd be made. Vice President, Ambassador Hotel, 
advised that Senator KENNEDY'S detour through Bnbassy 
Room kitchen area was a change from original plan. 

SIRHAN BISHARA SIRHAN observed by several individual® 
in area of Embassy Room prior to shooting and all advised 
SIRHAN was alone to best of their knowledge. ROOSEVELT 
DRIER, who assisted in subduing SIRHAN after shooting, 
advised did not observe SIRHAN prior to shooting, and 
did not recall anyone running from Embassy Room kitchen 
area after shooting. THANE EUGENE CESAR, on duty as 
guard at Ambassador Hotel on evening of 6 / 4 / 68 , witnessed 
shooting, and did not recall any other individual with 
SIRHAN at time. HENRY ADRIAN CARREON and DAVID RALPH 
MONTELLANO advised that on afternoon of 6 / 4 / 68 , while 
at San Gabriel Valley Gun Club, Duarte, California, for 
target shooting, noticed individual shooting rapidly 
on adjacent pistol range. Both went to pistol range 
to observe weapon this individual using. They engaged 
this Individual, subsequently identified by both from 
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SIRHAN was joking and dismissed remark at the tine. 

CLARK stated that on Wednesday before shooting of 
Senator ROBERT KENNEDY, he saw SIRHAN briefly during 
a lunch break, and SIRHAN seemed happy. CLARK admitted 
being emotionally upset because of Senator KENNEDY'S 
death and stated during interview he wanted to kill 
SIRHAN SIRHAN. A woman in white dress with black polka 
dots reported by SANDRA SERRANO to have run from 
Ambassador Hotel Immediately after shooting claiming. 
We've shot him — we've shot him.” Investigation 
does not identify this individual. Details furnished 
by SERRANO of Incident not verified. Colored photographs 
of clothing worn by SIRHAN at time of shooting Included. 
71 latent fingerprints developed by FBI Identification 
Division on papers obtained from SIRHAN's room. 
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photographs as SIRHAN BISHARA SIRHAN, In conversation. 

Both claim SIRHAN not knowledgeable concerning .22 
caliber pistol he was using, and SIRHAN asked CARREGN 
and MONTELLANO how to obtain better accuracy. CARREON 
and MONTELLANO noticed SIRHAN using .22 caliber mini- 
magnum shells. Roster of San Gabriel Valley Gun Club 
for 6/4/68, shows name "SIRHAN SIRHAN, 696 ^ 
as being on range that date. 

Marino, California, claimed attended 
^gsadenaClty College (PCC) in 1964 with SIRHAN. 
■■■■■reported SIRHAN expressed admiration for 
ADOLPH HITLER. Stated SIRHAN seemed to be obsessed 
with desire to achieve Instant wealth^^^^^ficlzed 
IT. S. because of existing poverty, |^■■■|^fctated 
SIRHAN very emotional in discussing "recent Arab- Israeli 
conflict^^jj^^j^^^al of the U. S. policy supporting 
Israel. after SIRHAN fell from horse 

in 1966, he seemed to have difficulty seeing out of one 
eye* After accident, SIRHAN seemed very Impatient, 
nervous, more emotional, and became Interested in 
mystical bodies. Additional individuals who had attended 
PCC during same time SIRHAN did, describe SIRHAN as 
very pro-Arab and critical of American Foreign Policy 
as related to U, S. support of Israel. Former employees 
and co-workers with SIRHAN described him as quiet person 
who talked little about his past or family. Most stated 
SIRHAN a loner and did not have friends. Neighborhood 
investigation conducted in area of SIRHAN family residence 
in Pasadena. Family reported as quiet residents who 
kept to themselves and had few visitors. Identification 
records set out for SIRHAN BISHARA SIRHAN and other 
members of family. ALVIN CLARK, trashman employed by 
City of Pasadena, advised he picks up trash at SIRHAN 
family home. Claims he first became acquainted with 
SIRHAN under name SAUL SIRHAN about two. years ago. CLARK 
stated had never observed SIRHAN with gun and recalled 
once invited SIRHAN to go hunting, but SIRHAN did not 
accept invitation. CLARK stated that Wednesday after 
Reverend MARTIN UJ1HER KING’S death on 4/10/68, SIRHAN 
asked him whom he was going to vote for. CLARK stated 
he told SIRHAN he was voting for KENNEDY, CLARK claimed 
SIRHAN then stated, "Why do you want to vote for him 
because I am going to kill that S.O.B." CLARK thought

She stated that she has teen employed or the 
hospital dispatcher and switchboard operator for the Central 
Receiving Hospital, 1401 West 6th Street, Los Angeles, California, 
for 22 years. 

She Etated^that she received a call apparently fra* 
the switchboard operator of the AmbaeE&dor Hotel, cm June 
5, 1968, at approximately 12:16 an, requesting an ambulance. 

She asked the person to whom she w&e talking the nature of 
the trouble. The pereon told her she did not know, but that w 
ehe was told to call an ambulance. CASE asked her if it w&e 
t someone sick, or if there had been an accident. The person 
told her ehe thought someone wae Injured, and "pleaee hurry". 

CASE advised at this point, ehe could hear much excitement 
in the background and ehe asked the person where the ambulance 
was needed, and the person told her the &nbasey Rood. CASE 
advised that she would estimate this conversation lasted 20 
to 30 seconds. She adviced that she Immediately dispatched 
ambulance unit GlB, to the Ambassador, and then immediately 
notified the Loe Angeles Police Department switchboard. She 
advised that the police switchboard operator wanted to knew 
what had happened. 

She advised that the ambulance which ehe dispatched 
l> the Ambassador Hotel, arrived there at 12:20 am, or 12:25 am. 

She could not remember which. She advised that this ambulance 
arrived back at the Central Receiving Hospital at approximately 
12:30 am. 



She advised that seconds before the ambulance arrived 
back at Central Receiving Hospital, the Loe Angeles Police 
Department switchboard notified her that Senator ROBERT P. 
KENNEDY had been shot. She stated at this time her switchboard 
was completely full with incoming calls. She said many of 
these were from other phones at the Ambassador Hotel. 

She advised that she thinks she dispatched seven 

ambulance unite to the Ambassador Hotels She did not recall 
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any of the times which these unite were sent to the hotel, but 
eta ted the times were logged in the records of the Central 
Receiving Hospital. 

She advised that from the tlae the ambulance arrived 
with Senator KENNEDY at the hospital, she was extremely busy 
handling incoming calls and a few other routine requests for 
ambulances* She advised that she received many, many, cal la 
from persons wanting to know the condition of Senator KENNEDY. 
She advised them that his condition was critical, which ended 
the conversation. She stated that no one told her the condi- 
tion of Senator KENNEDY, but she assumed that it was critical, 
and this was the easiest way to handle the inquiries coming 
in from the general public. She stated that she did not think 
that any of the calls she received were out of the ordinary. 
She thought that all of them were from persons who were Just 
generally concerned about Senator KENNEDY. She did not recall 
any calls out of the ordinary. 
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ROBERT HULSMAN, ambulance driver. Central Receiving 
Hospital, ^^Angeie^Caltforni a, was interviewed at hi* 
residence furnished tbe fallowing 

Information: 

On the moaning ol June 5* 1968, he was on duty 
at Central Receiving Hospital and received orders to proceed 
to the Ambassador Hotel, 3^00 Wllsture Boulevard, Los Apgelea, 
California, The order was received at 12:17 a.m. and simply 
stated, "injury. Ambassador Hotel - proceed' 1 . 

He, accompanied by attendant MAX BEHHMAN /#, left 
Central Receiving Hospital at 12:18 a.m. and proceeded to the 
Ambassador Hotel, arriving there at 12:23 a.m. 

» 

Upon arrival at the Ambassador Hotel, he drove up 
to the main entrance and was met by several KENNEDY campaign 
members, who directed him and BEHRMAN^to the scene of the 
shooting. They initially started up a staircase, but found 
an elevator, which was available. As they were going up 
in the elevator, he turned to a man standing near them and 
asked who was hurt. The man replied, "Senator KENNEDY has 
been shot". 



A& 
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When the elevator opened he immediately recognized 
Senator ROBERT F. KENNEDY lying on his back directly In front 
of the elevator. Next to him was a second man, who he later 
learned was PAUL SCHRADE, also on his back in a large pool 
of blood. He assumed this man was dead and went directly to 
Senator KENNEDY. There was a large terrycloth towel near 
KENNEDY'S head, which was completely saturated with blood. 
Also, the hair on the right side of the head was badly messed 
up so that there wsb no question but that he had been injured 
in the head. Mrs. KENNEDY was kneeling next to her huBband 
and applying an ice-pack to his head. 
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At this point, KENNEDY was conscious and HULSMAN 
spoke to him telling him he would be all right and they were 
taking him to the hospital. The stretcher was placed next 
to KENNEDY'S body and he went to the legs while BEHRMANVwent to 
the head. He placed a hand under KENNEDY’S buttocks and 
another under the calves of his legs so he could lift him onto 
the stretcher. At this point , KENNEDY said "Don’t* please 
don't move me. " 

After placing KENNEDY on the stretcher, he was 
wheeled a few feet to the elevator so he could be taken to 
> the ambulance. During this time, Mrs KENNEDY had been 
asking where they were taking Senator KENNEDY and attempting 
to prevent them from moving him. 

Once in the elevator, they descended by accident 
to the basement. The elevator operator then took them to the 
first floor, where they began to wheel KENNEDY out to the 
ambulance. During this time, KENNEDY'S legs had been moving 
and HULSMAN had been watching closely so he did not roll 
from the stretcher. As they were going to the ambulance, 

Mrs. KENNEDY was yelling and asking where they were taking 
her husband. HULSMAN again told her they were taking him 
to Central Receiving Hospital. At this point, Mrs. KENNEDY 
p'aced her arm around his neck and tried to stop him from 
pushing the stretcher. He took her arm from his neck and 
said. Come on. We're going to the hospital." 

Upon reaching the ambulance, they placed the 
stretcher with KENNEDY in the ambulance and locked it down. 
Everyone tried to get into the ambulance; however, only 
MAX BEHRMANV.Mrs . KENNEDY and one other unidentified white 
male were allowed in the rear. After shutting the rear door, 
he went to the driver’s seat. At this point, someone 
apparently in an effort to get into the rear of the ambulance, 
opened the rear doors and he had to return to make sure they 
were securely locked. He again returned and got into the cab 
of the ambulance. In the cab was a man known to him as BILL 
BARRY and two other unknown white males. 
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As they pulled away from the Ambassador Hotel, a 
Los Angeles Police Department patrol car moved in to escort 
the embulence and they began the drive back to Central 
Receiving Hospital. En route, he could hear Mrs. KENNED? 
arguing with MAJ£ BEHRMAN/lA HULSMAN stated he does not know 
exactly what provoked tnese heated words, but he believes 
it had something to do with BEHRMANY&Sking Mrs. KENNEDY for 
identification. As they were proceeding to Central Receiving 
Hospital, BILL BARRY turned in the cab and attempted to crawl 
through the opening into the ambulance portion of the vehicle 
and it was necessary for HULSMAN to restrain him. At this 
point, BARRY said, ’'Don’t let the son o' a bitch touch him. 1 ', 
referring to BEHRMAR/ff? efforts to aid KENNEDY. 

Upon arrival at Central Receiving Hospital, he 
was met by the hospital staff and removed KENNEDY from the 
ambulance to the interior of the hospital. 

As the stretcher was being wheeled into the 
hospital, an unknown photographer reached out and grasped 
the stretcher with one hand, holding his camera in the other, 
in an effort to get a close-up of Senator Kennedy. At this 
point, Mrs, KENNEDY screamed to the man to leave the stretcher 
alone end BILL BARRY reached across and struck the man with 
sufficient force to make him release the stretcher. 

After unloading Senator KENNEDY, HULSMAN was ordered 
to return to the Ambassador Hotel, again accompanied by BEHRHAN^V, 
where they picked up PAUL SCHRAEE and returned to Central 
Receiving Hospital. SCHRADE was accompanied by a Negro 
doctor by the name of MC BRUM (phonetic).

TOMMY S. HATLIPF.MBHMi Lae Angelee, 
C?liiornj.s furnished the following Information: 

He advised that he is employed as an ambulance 
attendant at the Central Receiving Hospital, Los Angeles. 

He stated that his normal shift is from 11:00 p.m. to 
7:00 r.m. Between 12:15 a.m. and 12:30 a.m. on June 5, 
l$o3, wh.le in h .s ambulance he heard e Los Angeles Police 
Department broadcast calling for an smbulance - shooting 
at 3400 Wilehire Boulevard, Loe Angeles. RATLIFF stated 
that th; cell was answered by ambulance unit G-l8, operators 
BIHRMftTWand HUISMAN. RATLIFF advised that e^nce unit G-lS 
answered the- call he continued on to the Central Receiving 
Hoepitel. 



RATLIFF advised that a few minutes after hie 
' arrival back at th~ Central Receiving Hospital a tari cab 
arrived at the Hospital escorted by a Los Angeles Police 
Department funeral escort motorcycle. The Tarl cab contained 
DAVID ES&UITH and a male victim oi the shooting at the 
Ambassador Hotel, who received a bullet wound in the leg. 
RATLIFF advised that ESQUITH came into the hospital, requested 
assistance for the shooting victim and RATLIFF went out to 
the tari ceb, put the shooting victim Into the wheel chair 
end took him to the hospital emergency room, 

RATLIFF edv_sed thet at this time. Central Receiving 
Hospital Dispatcher, NORMA CASE, told th-m to hurry over 
to tii- Ambassador Hotel since they were calling for two more 
ambulances. RATLIFF stated that they went to the Ambassador 
Hotel and pulled u? to the lording dock. He stated that there 
wfs mass confusion In the vicinity o. the hotel, however an 
unknown hotel employee came out and escorted them to an 
elevator which they took to the floor where the shooting 
occurred.

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RATLIFF Eta ted thrt on that floor he briefly observed 
a young male victim of tiv_ shooting who pOBBibly had a wound 
In the side, however, appeared to be in generally good 
condition overall. Someone stated that therewag a woman 
inside who had been shot m the head. He stated that they 
went into what appeared to be the main auditorium and found 
this victim who turned out to be ELIZABETH EVANS lying prone 
on a table attended by 3 Negro man who gave hie name and 
stated he wse a medico! doctor. 

RATLIFF advised that he dressed the woman *8 heed 
wound and put her on e stretcher. As they were Etarting for the 
, elevrtor, someone stated that they hod another shooting victim. 
He advised they left Mrs. EVANS to check this other Individual 
who turned out to bo a male who hod been hit on the head with 
e camera. RATLIFF stated that tir j individual's condition 
wes not serious end Eince the individual w: s walking 
vjithout difficulty, RATLIFF told the individual to accompany 
them back to the Central Receiving Hospital in th ambulance. 
RATLIFF advised that they than loaded Mrs. EVANS Into tin 
ombulance and accompanied by the above individual who had been 
hit with the camera returned to the Central Receiving Hospital. 

RATLIFF stated that neither Mrs, EVANS nor this 
other individual who accompanied them beck to the hospital 
made any statements regarding the shooting nor did he (RATLIFF) 
have any other information concerning this matter. 
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Mr. A. H. ZUG-GER , Vice President and General Manager, 
Ambassador Hotel, Las Angeles, California, furnished several 
sheets of paper containing lists of employees of the hotel who 
worked during the afternoon and evening hours of June 4, 1968, 
and/or the early morning hours of June 5, 1968 , * 

Mr. ZUGGER advised that the lists were compiled by 
members of his staff from the time clock records and from the 
supervisors where time cards are not utilized.

Mr. GINDROZ was advised of the identities of the 
above personnel and that the interview was In connection with 
the shooting of Senator ROBERT P. KENNEDY. He Indicated • 
that officers of the Los Angeles Police Department had 
already talked briefly with him about the case.

ls home telephone lsflBHHHPHt He is a native of 
having been born January 5 > 1932, in Montana, Switzerland- 
He is not yet a naturalized United States citizen, but hopes 
to become an American citizen. He has been in the United States 
of America for the past eleven years. 



In his present position as Executive Chef of the 
Ambassador Hotel, he has overall charge of the procurement, 
preparation and service of all food in the Ambassador Hotel 
dining room*. 



He is married. His wife, Mrs. MARY THERESA GINDROZ, 
is presently a patient in Kaiser Hospital, Hollywood, 
California, where she is to undergo surgery. SHe entered the 
hospital on June 4, 1968. 



Mr. GINDROZ own^a^Q59 Chrysler sedan, with current 
California license platesSRggB| He also owns a sports car, 
a small Sunbeam Arrow (wh^nlfx^tife normally drives). He 
said his Chrysler has over 115*000 miles on it and he is Just 
driving it until he can take delivery on a new car. He said 
fi\Js the Chrysler has an ignition switch which can : be started by 
. just inserting any key, or in fact for that matter even by 

hJC inserting some stiff metallic object, such as a screw driver, 

and turning the -switch; 
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Mr. G INDR 02 stated that he lost his original set of 
keys to the Chrysler about two and a half years ago* somewhere 
In the Los Angeles area. Re lost his wallet and credit cards 
at the same time. The keys that he now has* he uses only to 
lock the trunk, noting again that any key will turn on the 
ignition switch and thus start the car. He said that he does 
not lock the doors. 

He Stated that he was having some trouble with the 
car on June 4, 1968 , and so decided to drive it into the 
Standard Service Station on the southeast corner of Alexandria 
and Sixth Streets, Los Angeles, California, where he 
regularly trades. He said the telephone number at the 
station is DU 7-2005. He did drive it in on the morning of 
June 4th and left it at the above Standard Service Station 
to have them check it over and see what was wrong with it. 

He thought that it might be battery or generator trouble. 

His wife drove the Sunbeam Arrow in and he took her 
to Kaiser Hospital and drove her car back to the hotel so that 
he would have it to go home in at the end of the day, if his 
Chrysler was not in working condition and had to stay in the 
shop. He said that about 1:00 p.m., on June 4, 1968 , he 
learned telephonically from the Standard Service Station 
that his generator was shot and that it would be quite 
expensive to replace it. He decided not to repair it. 

A voijuig Swiss friend of his, Mr. DANIEL GAMBERONI, 
who resides at v3B3BS9ES3Hfc^ n the San Jjernsynd^Valley 
area of Los Angeles, (residence telephone ISi&sSBBP attends . 
Woodbury College on Wilshire Boulevard in Los Angeles, 
dropped into the hotel Kitchen after his Tuesday classes on 
June 4, 1968 , to see if Chef GINDROZ had any extra work as he 
needed to make some extra money as he was planning to go back 
to Switzerland for a vacation in August 1968. He said 
Mr. GAMBERONI is married to a woman from a wealthy Mexican 
family, whose parents continue to live in Mexico. He has 
two children. He belongs to a college fraternity at Woodbury 
College. 



When GAMBERONI came into the Ambassador on June 4, 
1966 , he said he had nothing to do from then (which was about 
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3:30 p.m.) until 6:00 p.m. , bo Mr, GINDROZ asked him if he 
would go over to the Standard Service Station on Sixth Street 
to pick up his Chrysler before the station closed for the 
evening. He said he told GAMBERONI not to bring the car back 
into the Ambassador parking lot, but to park it on the street 
as near to the hotel as possible. He eaid that he did not 
want it periled in the Ambassador lot because he recalled that 
once before when Senator KENNEDY was staying at the hotel, 

Mr. GINDROZ had his car blocked in the parking lot for more 
than thirty minutes when he was ready to to home after work. 



He said he gave GAMBERONI his Standard credit card 
to present at the gas station for payment of the charges to 
* have the battery recharged. 



About thirty minutes after GAMBERONI left the 
Ambassador kitchen, he returned and brought Mr. GINDR02 back 
his key ring with the three keys that had been left with 
the car, when he dropped it off at the Standard Station 
earlier. Mr. GAMBERONI told him that he had parked the car 
on the west side of Alexandria, facing Wllshlre and the 
hotel, between Wilshire and Sixth Street. GINDROZ said that 
he had not moved the car since that time, as he had not 
left the hotel between that time and the present interview 
with him. 



Chef GINDROZ said he had known DANIEL GAMBERONI 
almost from the time of the latter's birth. He was born of 
Italian parents. His older brother was Mr. GINDROZ 's best 
friend in Switzerland. GAMBERONI and his older brother both 
went to the same school in Montreux, Switzerland, that 
GINDROZ did. They grew up together in that town. He said 
that from about November 196 ? to December 13, 1967, GAMBERONI 
worked steadily in the Ambassador titchen staff, while he was 
going to Cambria Adult School. Then, in mid -December he ’.rent 
to Mexico for about a month to five or six weeks to visit his 
wife's family and friends. Be then returned to the Los Angeles 
area and entered Voodbury College. He said their friendship 
was such that it was never necessary for GAMBERONI to have had 
to submit a formal application for employment at the Ambassador 
Hotel. Mr. GINDROZ said, "I Just put him to work." GAMBERCNI 
came to the Southern California area from Switzerland in June 1968 . 
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Chef GINDROZ viewed two photographs of the individual 
identified as SIRHAN SIRHAN and stated that he does not 
recognize him as anyone that he had seen before, and certainly 
not of any former or present kitchen employees of the 
Ambassador Hotel. He said that he thought the Individual 
appeared to he of Mexican-Aroerican ancestry and somewhat 
resembled a friend of his employed as a chef at the Gate of 
Spain restaurant in Santa Monica. 

Mr. GDfDROZ said that he could not account for a 
key to his Chrysler sedan being in the possession of SIKHAN. 

He said that if it was merely a key that would start his car, 
then it could have been any key because as he pointed out 
previously any key or even a screw driver could be used to 
turn the Ignition switch on, and thus start the car. 

Chef GINDROZ said that he personally did not see any 
of the shooting but two of the i lichen employees reportedly 
were quite close to the scene. One was ANGELO DE PIERRO, 
son of the Ambassador Hotel Banquet Manager, and the other 
was NIVA JOSHIO, who was making sandwiches neej^h^nlaty^^ 
there Senator KENNEDY fell. JOSHKMje sides at 
Drive, Los Angelesfzlp code His Social Security 

His Wome telephone number is either 
GINDROZ said he was not sure of 
the entry in his personal telephone book concerning this 
latter number) . 



Mr. GINDROZ said that he personally works long hours 
in his Job as Executive Chef, and that his having been at 
work from 9 .*00 a.m. on June 4, 1968, until past midnight was 
not unusual. 
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Following the interview with ROBERT JEAN GIHDROZ at 
the AipLaJL£fldhX-.H2t£l^jiLiJ^ the morn^g nt 1968, 

sa * e to the 

location on the street (Alexandria between Sixth and Wilehire, 
on the west side, facing the Ambassador Hotel and Wilehire) 
where GINDROZ’e Chrysler was parked. 



Keys from FBI automobile. No. 24 (a 1966 Chevrolet 
sedan) were inserted into the ignition switch of the Chrysler 
sedan belonging to Chef GINDROZ, and when turned to the right 
, the Chrysler started. 
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WILLIAM F. GARDNER, Director of Security, Ambassador 
Hotel, Los Angeles, California, mas questioned concerning the 
possibility of a change In Senator KENNEDY'S plans Immediately 
after completing his victory speech. He was asked if the 

possibility existed that Senator KENNEDY had originally pla »ed • / 

to proceed Immediately after hie victory speech to the 
Ambassador Ballroom, however, altered this plan a«5 proceeded 
in the direction of the Colonial Room. 

Mr. GARDNER stated that he had received no official 
notice of what Senator KENNlffiY's plans or itinerary were on that 
evening; however, it waa hia understanding that following hie 
victory speech in the Embassy Room, the Senator would proceed 
to the Colonial Room where he would greet members of the press. 

* He stated that he recalled that near the conclusion of Senator 
KENNEDY'S speech and while he was stationed In the rear hallway 
behind the Embassy Room podium, a female member of the KENNEDY 
campaign staff informed him that the Senator intended to leave 
by the rear steps of the hotel, and she asked him to insure 
that a pathway could be made for the Senator's e;:lt. He stated 
he immediately contacted the front doorman and determined that 
KENNEDY'S limousine and police escort had been moved to the rear 
of the Embassy Room. He stated that In view of these instructions, 
he merely assumed that Senator KENNEDY would no longer greet the 
press in the Colonial Room 
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ARTHUR MADDOX Los Angeles, f 
California, advised that he has been employed as a security 
guard at the Ambassador Hotel for approximately six years. 

On the night of Senator KENNEDY'S victory speech at the Embassy 
Room, MADDOX advised that he was assigned a position controlling 
the main entrance to the Colonial Room. MADDOX stated he 
assumed this position approximately 45 minutes prior to the 
Senator's arrival at the Embassy Room. The Colonial Room, 
according to MADDOX, was set up as a press room where election 
returns were being received, and it was his understanding t hat 
following the completion of his victory speech. Senator KENNEDY 
was to visit the Colonial Room for the purpose of greeting 
members of the press and thanking them -for their cooperation. 

It was MADDOX'e opinion that the Senator and his party were 
proceeding to the Colonial Room through the pantry area of the 
Embassy kitchen when he was shot. To his knowledge, there had 
been no change in plans from the original information he 
possessed that the Senator was to leave the Embassy Room to go 
to the Colonial Room. 



Mr. MADDOX stated that he has seen photographs of 
SIRHAN B. SIRHAN and he does not recall having seen him at the 
hotel prior to the shooting. 
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FKED A. t Murphy, 

advised he resid es & ^I^MgH BlMBBMiMMLos Angeles, 
telephone number VHHHHHB Mr. MUPPHY stated that he 
was a retired Lae Angeles Police Department Lieutenant 
and Is employed as a security officer at the Ambassador Hotel, 
Los Angeles. 



Mr. MURPHY stated that on the night of June 4, 1<)5D, 
he -was stationed in the general area of the pantry, behind 
the Colonial and Embassy Rooms of the hotel, during Senator 
KENNEDY’S victory speech. Mr. MURPHY stated that prior 
to the KENNEDY speech, he learned from an unknown female 
member of the KENNEDY staff, he believes in the presence 
of Security Officer WILLIAM GARDNER, that the Senator, following 
' his speech, would exit to the rear of the Embassy Room, 
proceed through the kitchen and pantry area, directly to the 
Colonial Room, which was being utilized as a press room 
It was Mr. MURPHY’s understanding that Mr. XENNEDY would 
visit the press room to speak to various members of the press 
and thank them for their cooperation. 

Sometime during the speech, JfURFHY realized th*t 
there was no one stationed at the double doors between 
the Colonial and Embassy Rooms leading into the kitchen 
area, so he generally stationed himself in that location 
to prevent any of the crowd from coming into the kitchen 
which could impede the Senator’s proceeding from the 
rear of the Embassy Room to the Colonial Room.

Mr. MURPHY stated that shortly after the Senator 
had finished speaking, while he was still in the position 
covering the double doors, he heard the sound of three quick 
shots and in his own mind he immediately realized they were 
gun shots. He left his station and proceeded into the pantry 
area where he saw for the first time SIRHAN SIRHAN on a steam 
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table being held by two men and saw a gun in SIRHAN's 
left hand. He immediately approached the suspect, 
identified himself as a former lieutenant of the police 
department, and attempted to get the gun from SIFHAN, 
but was pushed away, by whom he does not know. Immediately 
thereafter, ROOSEVELT GRIER obtained the gun and passed 
it to RAFER JOHNSON. Mr. MURPHY advised JOHNSON to 
put the gun in his, that is JOHNSON'S, pocket. Mr. 

MURPHY then immediately placed a call to the bell 
captain to phone the police and obtain an ambulance. 

Mr. MURPHY stated that he had not seen 
SIRHAN prior to having observed him after the shooting 
and does not recall seeing s woman in a white dress, 
with or without polka dots in the general area. 

Mr. MURPHY advised he was aware of no plans 
of the Senator to visit the Ambassador Room and believed 
that the Senator and his party were proceeding as originally 
planned to the Colonial Room. He was aware of no change 
in plans in the Senator's activities immediately after 
the speech. 
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UNO TIMANSON, Vice President, Banquet and Sales , 
Ambassador Hotel, Loe Angeles, California, was Interviewed 
concerning any possible last minute changes by Senator KX 
and his party immediately following hie victory speech and 
before he was shot. Mr. TIMANSON advised that - It wae his 
understanding that the Senator, following hio victory speech, 
would proceed to the Ambassador Ballroom where he would address 
hie supporters; however, just before the speech ended, FRED 
DUTTON asked him if television sets had been set up in the 
Ambassador Ballroom and It wae immediately following this, 
according to TIMANSON, that DUTTON indicated the Senator would 
visit the Colonial Room, which was being used as press headquarters 
TIMANSON had advised DUTTON that television sets had been set 
up in the Ambassador Ballroom and TIMANSON is of the opinion 
that the Senator possibly was going to skip going to the 
Ambassador Ballroom insofar as his supporters in that room 
were watching his victory speech on television. TIMANSON 
stated that he left the podium to go to the Colonial Room and 
observed there were no press representatives there and that only 
four or five people were in the room working at the teletype 
machine and apparently compiling election returns. TIMANSON 
advised that he told Mr, DUTTON of the absence of the press and 
that the press was located in the Embassy Room, but in spite 
of this the Senator and his party, on leaving the stage, proceeded 
through the Embassy kitchen area in the direction of the Colonial 
Room. Mr. TIMANSON reiterated that he had no idea why a change 
was made in their plans but that FRED DUTTON would be the one 
■who would have such knowledge. 



Mr. TIMANSON advised that he could not recall from 
whom he received instructions that the Senator intended to visit 
the Ambassador Ballroom after hia Bpeech and further it was hie 
understanding and feeling on his part that this would be hia 
itinerary. 
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Mr. TIMANSON advised he was leading Senator 
KENNEDY and his party through the kitchen pantry area 
about six feet in front of the Senator, proceeding in 
the direction of the Colonial Boom. It was Ms recollection 
that other than those in the KENNEDY party, there were 
only four or five people in the pantry area. He advised 
he never saw SIRHAN SIRHAN prior to the shooting, nor did 
he observe anyone in a white dress, with or without 
polka dots. He advised it was only after the shooting 
took place did the pantry area become extremely crowded. 
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JOSE MARTINEZ CARBAJEL, Busboy, Coffee Shop, 
Ambassador Hotel, 3400 Wilshire Boulevard, Loe Angeles, 
was Interviewed at his place of employment and advised that he 
wae on duty at the coffee shop from 4:00 p.m. until midnight, 
June 4, 1908. CARBAJEL stated that following. hie duty period 
he went to the Embassy Room on the second floor of the hotel. 
By the time he had completed his duty in the coffee ahop it 
was approximately 12:10 or 12:15 a.o. on June 5» 1968. He 
went directly to the main kitchen on the second floor vrtilch it 
adjacent to the Embassy Room and was told by an unidentified 
individual that Senator KENNEDY had been ehot. 

CARBAJEL advised that he arrived upon the scene 
after the shooting had occurred. He stated that he did not 
hear any sounds resembling gunfire as he approached the room. 
He saw no one leaving the kitchen area as he arrived. 

CARBAJEL stated that he entered the main kitchen and 
sav a person vho he described as a busboy holding Senator 
KENNEDY'S head. CARBAJEL was unable to describe any other 
action occurring in the room ".'hen he arrived. 

A photograph of SIRHAN BISHARA SIRHAN was displayed 
to CARBAJEL but he was unable to state .hether he had seen 
an individual resembling SIRHAN in or about the hotel both 
during the time which he was on duty and following when he was 
upstairs. He left the hotel at approximately 1:25 a.m., 

June 5, 1968. 
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HpjRY ESTRADA CARRILLO, Room Service Manager of the 
Ambassador Hotel, 3^00 Wilshire Boulevard, Lob Angeles, Calif orn 
furnished the following signed statement:

On the morning of June 5, 1966, at about 12:20 AM, 
I was sitting at my Room Service office desk. I recall 
Jean Abston, head checker, was sitting in the Head 
Checker Department Office located adjacent to my deBk, 
and an individual whose name I cannot recall was 
positioned at the cash register located about six feet 
from my desk. At thle time, I heard what sounded like 
a shot from a pistol; then about one second later 
heard a Eecond shot. What seemed like between one and 
one-half to two seconds elapsed before I heard about 
six more shots. 

"I immediately ran from my desk through the 
kitchen employees* dining area, and as I ‘approached 
the entrance way into the Embassy Room Service Fantsy 
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I observed Juan Romero, an employee of the Ambassador 
Hotel kneeling beside Senator Robert Rrancis Kennedy 
who was laying on his back on the floor of the Embassy 
Room Service Pantry. I ran to the aide of Kennedy, 
paused for about five seconds, then started to run 
back to my office to call an ambulance. 

"After taking about four Eteps from Kennedy 
and Juan Romero, I observed a Negro male, who I later 
learned was Roosevelt drier, leaning against the west 
end of a row of three steam tables, Grier had hie 
elbows on the top of the a team table, and as he shook 
his head, sobbed several times, ’Oh no, oh no.» 

"About six feet down this same steam table from 
where Grier was located, I observed three or four 
unidentified persons wrestling with an individual 
who was waving a pistol. I did not get a sufficient 
observation of this individual or the gun he was waving 
to enable me to recognize either in the future. All 
I could see were three or four persons wrestling with 
an unidentified individual whose am was stretched 
across the steam table as he ' ; . f aved the aforementioned 
pistol. 

"At this point many people began to converge on 
the Service Pantry area, and I then ran to ay office 
to call an ambulance. When I arrived at my office, 
the telephone was being used by another hotel employee j 
therefore, I ran to the same entrance into the Embassy 
Room Service Pantry and observed two Ambassador Hotel 
employees, Eddie Mmasian and Karl, last name unknown, 
Roosevelt Grier, and another unidentified male Caucasian 
attempting to protect another male Caucasian whose head 
they were holding on the east end of the row of a teas 
tables. I attempted to see this individual »e face, but 
there were many persons surrounding him which blocked me 
from observing him.

He has been a waiter assigned to room service at 
the hotel for approximately 22 years. He was born June 21, 
1903, in Munich, Germany, and he became a United States 
citizen in 1930. He is 5*^" and 150 pounds. On June 4, 

1268, he arrived at work at the hotel at approximately 
4:30 p.m. and remained at the hotel working until approxi- 
mately 4:00 a. in. on June 5* 1968. 

At approximately 12:15 a.m. on June 5, 1963, he 
was returning from F Cottage where he had made a delivery. 

* ' He advised that F Cottage is located on the hotel grounds 
but outside the main building. 

He had Just passed the Sun Club and was pushing 
his table on the entrance way to the level of the hotel which 
houses the Embassy Room when two individuals, who were running 
at 0 high rate of speed, almost bumped into his table. 



One of the two individuals who were running first 
e tar ted to run to the left of the Sun Club but the other 
individual turned to the right and motioned the other 
individual to follow him. The two individuals ran around 
the Sun Club to the right towards the parking lot. 

He advised that these Individuals were shouting 
at each other as, they ran past him, but he could not under- 
stand what they were saying. He could not say whether they 
were speaking a foreign language or English. 



Mr. HAAG advised that he is nearsighted and was 
not wearing glasses at the time. 

He stated that the only thing he can say for 
certain about the tv;o individuals v:as that they were not 
Kegroes, He believes they were wear Inf: vihlte shirts and ties 
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and dark suits. He estimated height at approximately 5*7" 
and as to theix builds would only say they appeared to have 
slight builds. 

After these Individuals passed by him and ran to 
the right, be did not observe them thereafter. As he recalls, 
there were no other individuals in the general area at the 
time. 



After this incident, be returned to the room 
service section of the hotel and while en route, noticed 
that several people were crying, that several women appeared 
to be faint. 

When he arrived at the room service section, there 
he observed JUAN ROMERO, a busboy, who had come Into the 
room service section and who had blood on one of his hands. 

At the time he did not ask anyone what happened, 
but he Just felt that something terrible bad happened. He 
did not hear anyone say what happened at that time. He did 
not go into the room where JUAN RCMERO came from. 

Sometime later he did bear that Senator ROBERT F. 
KENNEDY had been shot and that other people bad been shot 
at the hotel. 

He did not observe the individual who was taken 
into custody following the shooting of Mr. KENNEDY. 

He has seen photographs In the newspaper of SIRHAN 
BISHARA SIRHAN, and he does not recall ever having seen this 
individual at the hotel or any other place. 

Mr, HAAG furnished a sketch which he prepared 
showing the position he was In when the two individuals 
ran paet him. 
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EDWIN KAYDEN, Valet Presser,, Ambassador Hotel, 
furnished the following information; 

He worked at the Ambassador Hotel on the after- 
noon of June 4, 1963, and he went off duty at 8:04 p.m. 

He went straight home from work and did not stay around 
for the KENNEDY victory celebration. HAYDEN was shown a 
photograph of SIRHAN SIRHAN, and he advised that he had 
never seen the man before. 
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ROBERT THOMAS JAMES, Counterman, Coffee Shop, 
Ambassador Hotel, 3400 Wilshire Boulevard, Los Angeles, 
California, was interviewed at his place of employment and 
advised that he was at the hotel from approximately 4:00 p.m.

Upon arriving at the KENNEDY suite he went to the 
room which was being used by KENNEDY officials. This room 
was located to the right of the room being used by Senator 
KENNEDY and hie family. During this time he spoke with Mrs. JOHN 
GLENN, JOAN BRADEN who was in charge of the Women for KENNEDY 
campaign in California and BLANCHE WHITAKER (phonetic) who is 
the wife of JAMES WHITAKER, a friend of the KENNEDY family and 
RAFER JOHNSON. GRIER spoke to Senator KENNEDY about the 
California primary election returns and relayed a message from 
PIERRE SALINGER who requested that he tell KENNEDY that he, 
meaning KENNEDY, was leading with 50 percent of the votes 
returned in San Francisco. KENNEDY asked GRIER if SALINGER 
wanted to talk to him and GRIER replied no.

At an unrecalled time Senator KENNEDY left his suite 
and went to the fourth floor to be. interviewed. for television. 
GRIER noticed that neither BILL BARRY, KENNEDY'S personal body 
guard, nor RAFER JOHNSON weft in the area at this time and 
GRIER decided to escort KENNEDY to the fourth floor. At the 
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fourth floor KENNEDY conducted two or three television 
interviews and during the second interview GRIER observed 
BARRY join Senator KENNEDY and he decided to go downstairs 
to one of the ballrooms. Prior to Ms departure BARRY told 
GRIER "Don't go too far because the Senator is cowing down*. 
Senator KENNEDY also asked GRIER if he was leaving and GRIER 
indicated he would return in a short while. GRIER left the 
fourth floor at approximately 11:00 or 11:30 p.ra. and went 
to the door of "the press room. At this time he heard the 
security guard talking to some individuals, identities unknown, 
informing them that they could not enter the press room without 
a pass. As GRIER looked at the security guard, the guard 
motioned to the right with his head indicating to GRIER that 
he could gain access to the room by entering the door to the 
right of the main doors. GRIER . ‘turned and entered this door, 
proceeded to a kitchen area and entered the press room from a 
rear or side entrance. He remained there for an unrecalled peric 
of time. GRIER thought that it was strange that the main 
entrance was guarded yet a person could paES through the 
kitchen and enter the rear or side door of the press room 
without being stopped. 

After completing bis business in the press room 
GRIER returned to the KENNEDY suite on .the fifth floor and 
observed that the Senator was preparing to go to the ballroom 
to deliver his victory speech. BARRY told GRIER that the 
party would be leaving the suite and requested that he, GRIER, 
escort Mrs. KENNEDY. The party proceeded towards one 
group of elevators on the fifth floor and then towards a ' 
second group and finally the decision was made presumably by 
BARRY to take the freight elevator instead of the passenger 
elevator. GRIER believes that this elevator was chosen since 
the passenger elevators were occupied and the freight elevator 
could accomodate the members of KENNEDY’S party. At this 
time the KENNEDY party consisted of Senator KENNEDY, ETHEL 
KENNEDY, JESSE UNRUH, RAFER JOHNSON, BILL BARRY, BILL or 
PRANK DUTTON (phonetic) and GRIER. When the elevator doors 
opened on the first floor, GRIER recognized that they were 
in the kitchen or serving area of the hotel. BARRY was the 
first person off the elevator and be was followed by two other 
individuals, identities unrecalled, andthey in turn were 
followed by Senator KENNEDY, Mrs. KENNEDY and GRIER. While 
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walking through the kitchen or serving kitchen area en route 
to the ballroom* Senator KENNEDY stopped and shook hands with 
several kitchen employees, GRIER recalls that *he Baw five 
or six men dressed In white clothing who were presumably 
kitchen workers. Members of the KENNEDY party did not notice 
that the Senator had stopped and were continuing towards the 
ballroom. GRIER immediately told Mrs. KENNEDY that the Sena to r 
had left the group and he wslked over to where Senator KENNEDY 
was standing to act as his escort. The Senator then turned 
away from the kitchen employees and entered the Embassy Ballroom 
through the curtains which separate the ballroom from the 
kitchen area. Senator KENNEDY immediately went Onto the stage. 

In reference to the location of the stage and the 
manner in which the group went onto the stage* GRIER explained 
that the etage was directly in front of the curtains and that 
if the stage was viewed from the center of the ballroom. 

Senator KENNEDY would have entered the stage on the right side. 

Once on the stage* Senator KENNEDY stood behind the podium, 

JESSE UNRUH was standing to his right, Mrs. KENNEDY was standing 
to his left and Elightly behind him. GRIER was stationed 
behind Mrs. KENNEDY and RAFER JOHNSON was standing near the 
right side of the etage to prevent additional people from 
joining the group. 

While Senator KENNEDY was speaking, BILL or FRANK 
DUTTON (phonetic) who was one of the Senator's staff members* 
told GRIER that Senator KENNEDY would be escorted from the 
stage from the left side since preparations had been made for 
his movement through the crowd. When Senator KENNEDY finished 
speaking, which GRIER recalled was shortly after Midnight* 

BARRY and GRIER positioned themselves along side of him. 

Everyone on stage was eware the speech had ended and the crowd 
began to move toward the left. GRIER told BARRY that the 
exit would be from the left side of the stage and BARRY said 
W. 1 At this tine Senator KENNEDY moved to the rear of the 
stage possibly at BARRY'S suggestion and jumped to the floor. 

BARKY remained with Senator KENNEDY and GRIER assisted Mrs. KENNEDY 
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to the floor. When the group had left the stage, they 
walked behind the curtain end proceeded to the right which 
was in the direction of the freight elevator which wee used 
previously. GRIER could not see Senator KENNEDY at thie tine 
but since the crowd was coving in that direction he assumed 
Senator KENNEDY was in front of him. GRIER was walking with 
Mrs. KENNEDY and was acting as her escort. GRIER explained 
that regardless of which side of the stage KENNEDY left by 
he would still have to follow the original route In order to 
reach the elevator. 

, GRIER walked approximately ten or fifteen feet into 

the kitchen area when he heard two or three sounds which 
resembled the sounds of firecrackers. He then saw the - group 
of people in front of hie scatter and observed a white male 
standing in the opening. There were people on both sides of 
this Sian and people were standing behind him. This individual 
was holding a black object in hie right hand which resembled 
a gun. The man held thie object at waiet level, his elbow 
was bent and hie forearm was parallel to the floor. This man 
was standing on the floor. After observing this man, GRIER 
moved to his right and went behind a piece of kitchen equipment 
probably a garbage container. He then walked behind the 
container to the opposite end and made hie way towards the man 
who was holding the gun. As he approached this individual, he 
sew two other men, one of whom was BILL BARRY wrestling with 
this individual. The man still bad the gun in his right hand 
but he was now pushed back onto the top of a raised counter 
or table. GRIER observed the gun being knocked from his hand 
onto the table and at thie point turned and tried to locate 
Senator KENNEDY, When he refocueed his attention on the man 
who waE originally holding the weapon, he noticed that this 
person had retrieved his gun and was holding it in his hand. 

At this instant GRIER was approximately six feet from him and 
noted that the individual^ arm was extended outward to the 
side with the gun held in the hand. GEORGE PLIMPTON (phonetic) 
was now wrestling with this individual and was trying to assist 
BILL BARRY in seizing the gun. GRIER approached the group and 
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shouted "I'll take the gun' , He then grabbed the man's 
right hand and placed hie own hand over the hammer and 
around the trigger housing. He twisted the gun from hie 
hand and gained possession of the weapon. GRIEF kept the 
gun in hie right hand and immediately tightly grasped this 
individual around the lege. He recalls that several other 
people were holding this man. 



Once the above individual was subdued, several 
people came up and tried to punch and hit him. GRIER 
recalled that he was pushing these other individuals away 
and trying to protect his prisoner. While holding this 
individual he observed Senator KENNEDY lying on his back on 
the floor approximately ten or twelve feet away. GRIER could 
see blood on the right side of Senator KENNEDY'S head and 
it appeared that he was wounded behind the ear. He could not 
observe any other blood on Senator KENNEDY'S body. He also 
noted that a second white .rale was also lying on his back near 
Senator KENNEDY and he appeared to be bleeding from the left 
side of his head. GRIER noted that Senator KENNEDY'S eyes were 
partially open, however, he appeared to be in shdck. 

GRIER continued to hold his prisoner and the gun un- 
til some unrecalled person aEked GRIER for the weapon. GRIER 
refused to surrender the gun since he did not think it was 
safe to give it to anyone at this time. A few moments later 
another person told him to give the gun to RAFER JOHNSON. 

GRIER handed JOHNSON the gun and maintained his hold on the 

man until police officers arrived at the scene. GRIER immediately 

surrendered this individual to the police officers. 

GRIER did not recall that the individual whom he 
disarmed made any statements whatsoever while in his presence. 

GRIER described the gun which he seized as being a 
dark colored revolver possibly black with a short barrel. 

He could not recall the chamber capacity of the revolver 
nor did he know the caliber of this weapon. It was GRIER’S 
impression that this was an old, rather than a new, gun. 
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GRIER could not remember bow many gun shots he 
heard prior to the time he seized the revolver, however, he 
is certain that no shots were fired while he was disarming 
the assailant. 

GRIER stated that he has eeen photographs of 
SIRHAN BISHARA SIRHAN in the newspapers and on television and 
is certain that this is the same individual whom he disarmed 
Bnd held for the police following the shooting of Senator 
KENNEDY on June 5, 1S68. 

GRIER was questioned as to whether he observed 
SIRHAN BISHARA SIRHAN in the Ambassador Hotel during the 
evening of June 4, 1968 or prior to the shooting and he 
said that he had not seen him prior to the time that he 
disarmed him. GRIER was specifically asked whether he 
saw SIRHAN in the kitchen or serving kitchen area when Senator 
KENNEDY walked from the elevator to the stage and he said he 
did not observe him at this time. GRIER was asked whether 
he observed anyone run from the serving kitchen after he 
first heard the gun shots and he said that he did not recall 
anyone leave the area. GRIER was then asked whether he 
observed a white female wearing a white dress with bl^dlc polka 
dots In the area when the shooting took place and said that 
he did not see such e person.

TOIGO advised that he arrived at the Ambassador 
Hotel the evening of June M, 1968 In the company of 
Senator and Mrs. BE 1 LENS ON and Mias BARBARA SHAW,' a fellow 
staff member. He related that approximately one half hour 
subsequent to their arrival they entered the Embassy Room 
at approximately the same time that Senator KENNEDY begap his 
victory speech. He related that, due to the highly crowded 
and uncomfortable conditions in the ballroom, their party 
decided to leave the auditorium and wait in a more comfort- 
able area to view the departure of Senator KENNEDY and his party. 
He advised that they located themselves in a corridor between 
the ballroom and the kitchen. TOGIO advised that he was 
standing in a corner with his beck to the wall, a table to 
his immediate right beyond which was located a doorway 
leading to the ballroom. He stated that he was facing a 
partition which extends half way into the hallway, to the 
right of which was a table and to the left an ice machine. 
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He advised that, shortly thereafter. Senator KENNEDY 
and his party passed directly in front of him. after which 
his attention was directed to his right. He stated that 
at that time he heard two noises which he described as 
■'pops 1 ', believing them to be firecrackers. He advised that 
he immediately turned to his left and observed what he could 
only describe as a "blur of figures", after which more shots 
were fired and persons began rushing past him to exit through 
the door to his right. He stated that he became concerned 
for his personal welfare and jumped beneath the table which 
was to his right He advised that, shortly thereafter, the 
shots subsided and he removed himself from beneath the 
table and was confronted by Senator BEILENSON who was 
seriously concerned for the welfare of his wife.. TOIGO 
advised BEILENSON that it waa his opinion thst his wife 
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had left the room and he { TOIGO) climbed up on the table 
to see if he could find Mrs. BEILENSON in the surrounding 
crowd. TOIGO stated that, while standing on the table, 
he recalled seeing several person engaged m some type of 
struggle to his far left, a man who had been shot in the 
head lying on the floor to his immediate left, and 
Senator KENNEDY lying on the floor in between He adviBed 
that straight across the room was a man who appeared to 
be a newsman who had apparently been shot in his side He 
stated that this person was standing close to Mrs. ETHEL 
KENNEDY, who was attempting to reach her husband. 

TOIGO stated that, when he got down from the 
J table, the door to his right had been temporarily closed 
by individuals who were attempting to keep others from 
entering the room. He stated that, as soon as the door was 
reopened, he and Senator EEIIENSON departed the room. 

TOIGO advised that he had a very vague recollec- 
tion of what he saw at the time the first shots rang out 
end that it was impossible for him to relate what he actually 
saw other then many persons reacting in a generally confused 
manner. He explained that he was unable to furnish a more 
detailed account of the incident as it took him completely 
by surprise and several seconds had passed before he realized 
the full effects of what had transpired. 

TOIGO advised that he could not recall any 
specific conversations or commands given subsequent to the 
shooting other than general commands to "move back" . He 
stated that he was unable to provide the names of any 
additional persons who might posaibly have been witnesses 
to the above -described occurrence, and reiterated that 
the only persons present that he could identify were 
Senator KENNEDY, ETHEL KENNEDY, and previously .named pembers 
of Senator BEILENSON' e party. 
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TOIGO stated thct it was difficult to judge the 
sire of the crowd in the kitchen area hut feels that there 
were approximately 40 people present at the time of the shooting. 

TOIGO advised that he did not recall seeing a female 
dressed in a white- dress with black polka dots in the kitchen 
area. TOIGO added that he did not see SHOiAN BISHARA SIRHAN 
before the shooting or at any time and would not be able to 
identify him as the assassin.

able to see Senator lUkllEDY and his porty as they came out of 
the hall.

On June 11, 19^8 .FRANK J. BURNS, JR. was interviewed 
at the Ambassador Hotel where BURRS reenacted his position in 
the kitchen area of the Embassy Ballroom at time Senator KENNEDY 
was shot. 



On June 12, I9S8 KIRNS furnished the following summary 
explaining what he saw and did during the pertinent time Just 
prior to and after Senator KENNEDY was shot. 

BURNS stated this memorandum was dictated to his 
secretary. In addition to above BURNS stated that he could not 
recall seeing SIRHAN SIRHAN prior to S1RHAN SIRHAN's moving 
across in 'ront of him toward Senator KENNEDY at which time 
BURNS began struggling with SIRHAN SIRHAN. 

BURNS stated while on the platform standing behind 
Senator KENNEDY during the Senator's speech, he seems to recall 
overhearing 'bits and pieces" of conversation in which a decision 
was being made whether to take the Senator to the Ambassador 
Room or the Press Room because of the late hour.

On June 4, 1968, I arrived at the Ambassador Hotel 
at approximately 7s 00 P.M. and vent to the Presidential 
Suite, which was the headquarters for Speaker Unruh and 
the Kennedy Campaign staff. Between then and approximately 
lliOO P.M. , 1 was either in the Presidential Suite or 
around the corner in the Royal Suite area, which was 
occupied by Senator Kennedy and his staff. 

At approximately 11:00 P.M. 1 went downstairs to the 
Embassy Room and talked to the various members of the 
campaign staff who were manning the anchor desk which was 
located to the right rear of the podium. At approximately 
11:30 P.M. we decided that it was time for Senator Kennedy 
to come down, and I went upstairs to get him. The crowd 
was so dense in the Embassy Room, that I went along the 
passage way in back of the podium and through the kitchen, 
exiting into the lobby near the front desk. 

As I reached Senator Kennedy's room. Speaker Unruh 
was just coming out. Be told me that they had decided 
that Senator Kennedy would wait a few more minutes before 
coming down, but that he, Speaker Unruh, would go down 
and talk to the crowd right away. I led Speaker Unruh, 

Mrs. Unruh, Jack Crose, Speaker Unruh* s Administrative 
Assistant, and perhaps one or two other people down to the 
Embassy Room through the route that I had used to go 
upstairs. 
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Speaker Unruh then talked to the crowd for a few 
minutes. While Speaker Unruh was talking, hetold me 
to get the Senator to come down, and I told Jack Crose 
to go upstairs and get him. Stephen Smith, Senator Kennedy's 
brother-in-law, was then introduced, and spoke to the crowd. 
As he was concluding. Senator Kennedy came into the room 
from the door immediately to the left of the podium. Jack 
Crose later told me that he had brought the Senator's party 
down through the kitchen, the same way that we had come 
before. He also told me that they had come this way 
because Senator Kennedy did not want to try to fight through 
the crowd in the Embassy Room. 
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As Senator Kennedy got on the podium, t was standing 
a few steps back and to the right. of the microphone, and 
as the members of his party moved in, 1 stepped further 
back to make way for Mrs. Kennedy and other people that 
accompanied him down. During most of his speech Z was 
standing at the rear of the podium and slightly to the 
right of Senator Kennedy, near his press secretary, Frank 
Mankiewicz. 

A pathway had been cleared to the right of the podium 
leading toward the area where the anchor desk was located. 
When Senator Kennedy finished speaking, he paused for a 
moment and said a few words to some people near the 
microphones, and then started to move to his right toward 
the cleared path. I turned to my right and at that time 
I heard a voice coming from my left rear saying that the 
Senator was going the wrong way, and that he should come 
off the rear of the platform. Senator Kennedy turned 
around and passed directly in front of me, to go off the 
rear of the platform, I turned to my left and saw a man 
in a tuxedo, holding the curtains back and beckoning to 
the Senator to follow him. This man stepped down into the 
anteroom and Senator Kennedy followed him. I followed 
Senator Kennedy. 

The man went out the door at the back of the anteroom, 
and turned to the right and headed down the incline with 
Senator Kennedy close behind him. When I came out of the 
doorway and turned to the right to head down the incline, 
the man in the tuxedo leading Senator Kennedy was perhaps 
10 feet in front of me and moving quite fast. They passed 
into the kitchen through the left hand door which was open. 
At about that time I yelled to slow down because they were 
getting ahead of everyone. I also started to move faster in 
order to catch up with the Senator. During this time I 
noticed a number of people in the area, but I am unable to 
positively identify any of them. My eyes were constantly 
on the Senator as I was trying to attract his attention. 

As I passed into the kitchen, it seemed to me that 
there were quite a number of people in front of the Senator 
and moving generally in the same direction he was. As 
Senator Kennedy approached the area of the serving tables, 
two people moved toward him. The one nearest the serving 
table was very short and the other one was about medium 
height. They both appeared to be dressed in white kitchen 
jackets. The Senator stopped and turned to his left to 
shake hands with them. I would judge that he turned 
slightly more than 90* from his original direction of travel 
It was when he stopped to shake hands that I caught up with 
him and got perhaps a half step in front of him. I also 
turned to my left and was facing in the same direction as 
the Senator. It was at this moment that I heard a noisfe

sounding like a string of fire crackers going off* 

1 immediately turned my head to the right. I 
have an impression of people standing there, hut I would 
not be able to positively identify anyone. The one clear 
impression 1 have is of an extended arm holding a gun. 

This arm appeared to be next to the serving table and 
the gun would be about even with the front edge of the 
serving table. The arm did not appear to me to belong 
to anyone. I immediately glanced to my left toward the 
Senator and he was falling backward. He had thrown hie 
hands up and his body appeared to be spinning to the 
left. 1 looked back toward the gun, and by then the 
person holding the gun had stepped forward past the edge 
of the serving table so that he was directly in front of 
me. He was aiming the gun down toward Senator Kennedy's 
falling body, and appeared to be shooting at him. Hy 
impression is that the noise of the gunfire had ceased 
by then . 

This is the first time I recall seeing the person 
later identified as Sirhan Sirban. At that time somebody 
grabbed Sirhan from behind. Someone else appeared to 
grab his gun arm and I grabbed him from the side. The 
struggle then became very confused and we rotated around 
several times, moving down the line of the serving counter 
in the direction that Senator Kennedy had originally been 
traveling. The entire situation was chaotic, and I have 
only vague impressions of the people who were wrestling 
with the assassin at that time. The next thing X remember 
clearly is Bill Barry coming up and plunging into the knot 
of people, yelling for a rope so that we could tie him 
up. I remember taking off my belt and handing it to 
Barry and bending down to grab the assassin's legs so as 
to get him off his feet. I believe that Barry then left 
and after further struggle, the assassin was more or 
less wrestled onto the top of the serving tables. 

During the course of the struggle, my vision had 
momentarily come to rest upon the area where Senator 
Kennedy had fallen on several occasions. The first time 
I noticed, it appeared that he was lying on his back and 
no one was near him. The next time I looked X could 
hardly see him because there was a dense group of people 
around him and the third time I noticed, the crowd had 
been cleared back and he was on his back and someone had 
opened the front of his shirt. Everyone was screaming 
end yelling for a doctor. 
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The assassin was being firmly held on the table, and 
X let go and ran to the entrance ©f what 1 think is called 
the Colonial Room to see if either a doctor or the police 
were coming that way. Then I ran into the passage way 
between the Colonial Room and the Embassy Room. Some 
people from the hotel and some uniformed security guards 
had blocked off the passage way. I asked someone there 
if a doctor, the police and an ambulance had been called. 
He assured me that they had, and that they were on their 
way. I ran back into the kitchen and as I did, I noticed 
that Mrs. Kennedy and Jean Smith were kneeling beside 
Senator Kennedy. 

I believe I then jumped up on the serving counter to 
see where the gun was. A number of people were holding 
the assassin, the most prominent being Roosevelt Grier. 

I looked down and noticed the gun in Grier’s hand, and we 
exchanged words to the effect that Grier would hang onto 
the gun. I then jumped off the table and went around to 
the other side because it appeared that the people that 
had Sirhan's head were trying to pull it, off * He was on 
his back with his head and upper back off the edge of 
the table,. and I was afraid they would push down and break 
his back. Grier was leaning across his hips holding him 
firmly on the table. The only other person that 2 
remember clearly is someone' in a tuxedo with blond hair, 
who had ahold of the assassin's head. I was trying to 
tell them to be careful, but no one was paying any 
attention. 

About that time, Jess Unruh jumped up onto the top 
of the table and leaned over Sirhan and started yelling 
that he should be kept alive because he should stand trial 
Unruh was pulling the people off Sirhan and yelling for 
the police. The police came up to us from the direction 
where Senator Kennedy was lying. The officers took ahold 
of the suspect and handcuffed his hands behind his back. 
Roosevelt Grier was bent over crying, and I remember 
raising his face up and asking him where the gun was. He 
said he had given it to Rafer Johnson. 2 told this to one 
of the officers. 

Unruh then jumped off the table and told the officers 
to get the suspect out of there before he was killed. I 
led the officers into the Colonial Room through the doors 
from the kitchen, and then out the main entrance of the

THANE EUGENE CESAR,

CESAR advised he is employed on a part-time oasis 
>y the Ace Guard Service, £720 Woodley Avenue, Sepulveda, 
California. CESAR stated in connection with this employment, 
he was assigned as a guard to the Ambassador Hotel on the 
evening of June h, 1568. 



CESAR stated he arrived for work et the Ambassador Hotel 
that evening at 6:05 p.m. end was assigned to the Embassy 
Room for most of the evening. CESAR stated his main function 
during the early part of the evening was to patrol the entrance 
to the Embassy Room, control drunks, break up fights, and to 
keep young children from sneaking into the Embassy Room. 



Aaout 10:50 p.m. the Embassy Room, wes becoming so 
crowded that CESAR, Bt the request of the Lo6 Angeles Fire 
Department, was assigned to the kitchen area behind the 
Embassy Room. CESAR stated his function et that point was 
to restrict people from entering the Embassy Room from the 
kitchen, allowing admittance only to KENNEDY staff members 
end members of the working press. CESAR stated that it was 
nearly impossible to control people entering the room since 
false press badges and staff buttons were prevalent. CESAR 
stated he noticed no one in the kitchen who wes not wearing 
a business suit and noticed no one loitering in a suspicious 
manner.

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At 11:50 p.m., CESAR was moved to the exit door 
leading from the Embassy Room into the kitchen area by FRED A. 
MURPHY, Security Guard, Ambassador Hotel. CESAR stated et 
this time he wss informed by MURPHY the plan was for Senator 
KENNEDY to leave the Bnbessy Roc® through this door after 
making his victory speech and proceed through the kitchen to 
the Colonial Room where a press conference was scheduled to be 
held. At approximately 12:10 a.m.. Senator KENNEDY emerged 
from the Embassy Room Into the corridor leading to the kitchen* 
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end CESAR, holding Senator KENNEDY’S right arm end holding 
the crowd back with his right hand, began to escort the 
Senator through the crowd. 

As the Senator entered the kitchen frcsn the corridor, 
approximately ten feet from a steam table, KENNEDY pulled 
loose from CESAR’s grasp and proceeded over to shake hands 
with a busboy. At this time, CESAR attempted to stay as close 
to KENNEDY as possible and at the same time, trying to control 
» the crowd. As KENNEDY was shaking hands with a busboy, CESAR 
looked up and suddenly saw a hand sticking out of the crowd 
between two camera men and the hand was holding a gun. CESAR 
continued he was blinded by the brilliant lights and could not 
see the face of the individual holding the gun. Just as CESAR 
started to move to jump on the gun, he saw the red flesh come 
from the muzzle. At the same time, CESAR was shoved by an 
unknown individual, and the next thing he remembered he was 
on the floor again6t the ice machine. CESAR 6tated he was 
approximately four feet from the gun when it went off and that 
Senator KENNEDY was approximately two feet from the gun. 

CESAR scrambled to his feet, drew his gun, and 
moved to the Senator. At this time, CESAR stated there 
were several men on top of the assassin trying to get the 
gun from his grasp. CESAR stated he took a position next 
to the Senator’s body to protect him frcsn further attack, and 
about three minutes later was given orders by Ambassador 
Security Guard MURPHY to get to the Embassy Room doors 
and keep the crowd out. CESAR took his position at the 
Embassy Room door inside the Bnbassy Room and stayed there 
until approximately 2:00 e.m. controlling the crowd. 

CESAR stated he did not see SIRHAN at 'all during 
the evening and never saw anyone in the kitchen area that 
was dressed in anything other than a suit except for one 
television employee who turned out to be a delivery man. 
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C£SAR estimated there vie re approximately fifty 
persons in the kitchen area at the time of the shooting. 

This included kitchen help, newsmen, and campaign workers. 
CiSAR recalled the room was in utter confusion but there 
appeared to be very little movement of people and he cannot 
recall seeing anyone attempting to flee from the room. C2SAR 
added he cannot recall seeing any female nearing a white 
dress with black polka dote.

B00MH0VER related that on June 4, 1.63, he went to 
at 6 00 p.m. at the Ambassador Hotel.

Tft.t 
r.ae several floors from the area where Mr. KENNEDY was shot. 

He stated that he was at a post outside Room 5lS, "which waE 
several doors from the President al Suite ’.mere Senator KENNEDY 
j ’as a guest. He could hear a television program concerning 
the events taking place .n the Embassy Room ..i the hotel and 
in that way about 12:15 a.m. heard the news that Mr. KENNEDY 
had been shot. Ha stated that almost .mmed'.ately JOHN GLENN, 
vho was in the KENNEDY suite, left that place and immediately 
vent downstairs. Some time later, on orders fr-m the Secur.ty 
Qfli e of the hotel, he reported to the Guard Room on the first 
loor and st 11 later made a check jf the ballroom and other 
places on the first f 1-^r checking hotel property and to help 
calm d wn the guests and visitors. 

BOOMHCWER stated he did not see anyone resembl .ng 
SIRHAN SIRHAN. He said he has seen SIRHAN* 8 photo- 
graph in the newspapers.

BURBA advised that he desired to furnish the 
following information which is in addition, to information 
furnished by him on June 6, 1968, 



On the night of June 4, 1968, BURBA was on official 
duty at the Ambassador Hotel to photograph fire hazards. At 
t the time BURBA estimates to have been approximately midnight, 
* he was sitting in the hall which runs along the north side of 
the Embassy Room at which time he observed Senator ROBERT F. 
KENNEDY and his part/pass where he was sitting. Ihey were 
walking down the corridor in a westerly direction. Ihe 
Senator passed out of BURBA’S sight anc he assumed that 
KENNEDY entered the Embassy Room. BURBA noted that he feels 
that he is unable to give an accurate estimate of the number 
o people in the party who passed him, but feels that the 
number did not exceed fifteen persons.

As the party passed, BURBA recalls seeing several 
stragglers but cannot recall exactly how many, inasmuch as 
at that time he did not note each of the individuals following 
the party. He does recall, however, seeing one white male 
with dark complexion who was among the stragglers. After 
viewing the photographs in the "Los Angeles Times" on June 5* 
i960, BURBA believes that this particular individual was 
SIRHAN BISHARA SIRHAN, When he observed SIRHAN among the 
stragglers it was due to the fact that SIRHAN appeared to turn 
his head from side to side as if paying unusual attention 
to the surroundings. At that time, SIRHAN was carrying a 
rolled up poster in both hands. The rolled poster appeared 
to be about two feet long and two (2) to three (3) inches in 
diameter. BURBA noted that inasmuch as SIRHAN carried the 
poster with both hands, he feels that SIRHAN had nothing else 
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fact. BURBA pointed out, however, that he feels positive 
that had SIRHAN had an object the size o.-.' a hand gun in either 
hand, he would surely have noticed it. BURBA also pointed 
out that he estimates that when he observed SIRHAN, he was 
about thirty (30) to thirty-five (35) i*eet away. 

BURBA stated that he is unable to say whether or 
not SIRHAN was with anybody else, but explained that he does 
not have the impression that SIRHAN was accompanied by any 
, other persons. He feelE thet he was a single individual with 
the group of stragglers. He noted that he saw absolutely 
nothing to indicate that SIRHAN was with another person. 

BURBA further pointed out that this was the only time he 
observed SIRHAN during the entire evening. 

BURBA explained that he later became aware that 
Senator KENNEDY had completed his acceptance speech and left 
the Embassy Room through the rear anteroom giving access to 
the same corridor he had walked through when heading toward 
the Embassy Room. He is unable to estimate the time at this 
point, although he did become aware that the Senator and 
the party were walking eastward along the corridor, an 1 he 
became aware that KENNEDY had been shot. 

After BURBA became aware that the Senator had been 
shot, he made his way down the hall toward where the shooting 
occurred, from his position toward the Colonial Room where 
the temporary press room was set up. Although he could not 
see Senator KENNEDY, he observed a poster being held in the 
air above the crowd as if to prevent its being crushed. He 
nbted, however, that although the poster appeared similar, ho 
cannot say for sure that it was the same poster which he had 
observed earlier in SIRHAN' s hands. He also explained that 
his view was obstructed end advised that he could not see who 
was holding the poster above the crowd. 

BURBA concluded by stating that, to the best of his 
knowledge, he cannot recall any other event that he observed 
which might now be pertinent in view of the current investi- 
gation being conducted. 
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CAESER CHAVEZ, Director, United Farm Workers Organ- 
izing Committee, AFL - CIO, office address 102 Albany Street, 
Delano, California, mailing address.

Delano, California, was interviewed in Room number 6, of the 
Travelodge Motel, Indio, California, at which time he furnished 
the following information: 

Mr. CHAVEZ last Eaw and personally talked with Senator 
ROBERT F. KENNEDY in March, 1363. 



On the evening of June *!, lS?63,Mr. CHAVEZ was going to 
see ROBERT F. KENNEDY and after the polls closed CHAVEZ left 
/ United Farm Workers Organizing Committee Headquarters, 306 East- 
man, IiO£ Angeles, California, with Father LUCE of the east 
side parish of the Episcopal Church. Mr. CHAVEZ arrived at the 
Ambassador Hotel with Father LUCE, 200 workers from his organi- 
zation and a Mariachl Band. 

Mr. CHAVEZ stayed at the Ambassador Hotel approxi- 
mately one hour leaving at about 11:00 p.m. without seeing 
Senator ROBERT F. KENNEDY. He left as his wife had not been 
able to cone to the affair and he was feeling tired due to a back 
injury. Prior to leaving, Mr. CHAVEZ told one of his associates 
RUDY AHA DA to tell the others he had left. 

Mr. CHAVEZ de oarted with Fathers LUCE and GARBER of 
the Episcopal Church and they took him by his haoe where they 
picked up Mrs. CHAVEZ and then proceeded to the eastside campaign 
headquarters for RICHARD CALDERON, a candidate for State Senate, 
CHAVEZ was there approximately ten or fifteen minutes when 
Senator ROBERT KENNEDY came on television and gave his victory 
speech. Mr. CHAVEZ watched this speech with hie wife, HELEN 
CHAVEZ and the others at CALDERON'S campaign headquarters. 

CAESER CHAVE-Z stated that he had seen ‘photographs of 
SIRHAH SIRHAN in the newspaper and on television and did not know 
him. He did not see SIRKAN at the Ambassador Hotel. He stated 
he has had no argument ulth Senator ROBERT F. KENNEDY 
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or the KENNEDY organization at any time. He added he can 
no information regarding the shooting of Senator 

KENNEDY. 






Mr. CHAVEZ stated that on June 10, 1968, while stop- 
ping at his union headquarters in Los Angeles at 806 Eastman, 
one BILL CHANDLER commented that he (CHANDLER) Knew SIRHAN SIRHAN 
or had gone to school with him in Pasadena, California. BILL 
CHANDLER is affiliated with CHAVEZ in his labor movement and 
was at the Ambassador Hotel on the night ROBERT F. KENNEDY was 
6 ?

,4 I reside at 6^5 Burnside, Apnt. # 18 
in Los Angeles. In May of this year, I worked 
for about a week end a half as a volunteer 
worker for the Kennedy Organization in Rochester, 

N. Y. I flew out to Los Angeles on 5-30-68 for 
the purpose of visiting and seeking employment. 

Later that day, I contacted the Kennedy Headquar- 
ters at 5615 Wllshire Blvd in Los Angeles and 
made arrangements to be a volunteer campaign 
worker for Senator Robert F. Kennedy, with my 
expenses to be paid. 

:; I worked thursday and all day Friday 
at the Kennedy Hq. 1 worked again at Hq. Saturday 
morning and took the rest of the day off. On 
Sunday afternoon I was assigned to the temporary 
Hq. at the Ambassador Hotel. There was a party for 
Senator Kennedy at the Anbasscr Hotel Sunday evening 
but I was unable to attend since my duties took 
me elsewhere. On Monday morning, June 3rd, I came 
to Campaign Hq. at 6:^5 A.M. and observed a cleaning 
crew of about three people. I had seen then at 
the Hq. previously on several occasions. I worked 
all day at Hq. and returned the following morning 
about the sane tiue. I observed the cleaning 
crew again and noticed they hsd access to the" 
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•‘offices, materials, end canpalgn papers. I 
I had some conversation this particular morning 
with Steve, one of the cleaning crew, for 
several minutes and we talked about how dirty 
the Hq. had become I had spoken with Steve 
previously on one or two occasions, 

"Steve was a male Caucasian, about 23 
or 23 years old 5 1 5 1 ' with his cowboy boots on, 

125 to 1*10 lbs, dark eyes and a pimply complex- 
ion. He had black, curley hair, worn long, 
dark eyes and wore blue denin shirt and slacks. 

“I left campaign Hq about 11:00 A.M., 
6-^-68 and eyentually got to the Ambassador 
Hotel about 3 or A P.M. in the afternoon. I 
was in the Embassy Rood at the time of the 
shooting shortly after mid-night but did not 
see the actual shooting of Senator Kennedy. 

I didn't see Steve of the cleaning crew around 
the hotel that afternoon prior to the shooting 
or after the shooting, I spent the rest Of the 
night at the Hotel and saw a picture of Sirhan 
Sirhan on TV later Wednesday, since he had been 
accused of the shooting. He, Sirhan, didn’t 
appear to resemble Steve of the cleaning crew 
then, but later when I was interviewed by the 
Los Angeles Police Dept, and shown three photo- 
graphs of the nan charged with the shooting of 
Senator Kennedy, Sirhan Sirhan, I got the 
impression that Steve of the cleaning crew at 
Campaign Hq and Sirhan were identical,

He stated that he wae working with RAY BRANNIGAN tod 
during the victory speech by Senator ROBERT P. KENNEDY, he 
was on the television ramp in front of the Gold Room and heard 
the speech from that position. After Senator KENNEDY finished 
his Bpeecb and departed the main stage of the Embassy Room, 
some five or slot minutes later he saw a woman on that aide 
of the Embassy Room crying and observed someone give a signal 
with his hand as if shooting a pistol Lnfco the ceiling at 
which time he realized something unusual had occurred. He 
said he did not hear any shots end was not in the erea of 
the kitchen access hallway where he later learned KENNEDY 
had been shot, but wae on the opposite side of the Embassy 
Room, He stated that of the hundreds of persons trying to 
exit the Embassy Room, quite a few tr ied to cut through 
the Gold Room but were turned away by NBC employee RAY BRANNIGAN 

FULTON stated that some three hours after the shooting 
he and BRANNIGAN were interviewed by officers of the Los Angeles 
Police Department, at which time BRANNIGAN recalled that a 
men appearing to be of Mexican extraction was trying to locate 
his wife and had attempted to leave the Embassy Room through 
the main door of the Gold Room. BRANNIGAN turned this man 
back and suggested that he leave the Embassy Room by the main 
door, and he headed in that direction. Upon arriving at the 
main door of the Embassy Room, this man found that the doors 
were tied off by a television cable tied through the handles. 

He attempted to untie the doors but someone yelled to him, 

“Leave them tied.” This man then returned to the Gold Room

Avenue, telephone O.X. 8-2571, wsb interviewed at his 
residence. 



RICH stated that he had previously covered the 
KENNEDY campaign at the Biltmore Hotel approximately six 
weeks before. He covered this campaign from the time 
KENNEDY arrived at the Eurbank Airport until the time KENNEDY 
made his final speech at the Eiltmore Hotel. During this 
time he took numerous photographs of KENNEDY and his 
campaigners . 

* On the evening of June 4, 1963, RICH went to the 

Ambassador Hotel in Los Angeles, arriving at approximately 
11:00 p.m. He drove his 1§64 Ford Galaxie 500 an^wa^^^^ 
accom^nie^byhis cousin, VALTER GEORGE RICH, 

ttier . California. He parked" his vehicle 
on 7th Street behind the Ambassador Hotel, walked across 
the parking lot behind the Ambassador Hotel and entered 
the building. They found themselves in the RAFFERTY 
campaign area and immediately began to look for the area 
where KENNEDY would possibly make an appearance. The first 
people they saw were the Kennedy Girls". They began to 
follow these 'Kennedy Girls' and finally arrived at the 
Embassy Room. 

They arrived at the Embassy Room approximately 
45 minutes to an hour before KENNEDY made his speech. The 
Embassy Room was very crowded, containing numerous television 
cameras , newspaper photographers, campaigners and spectators. 
Several reporters were on the stage. One section of the 
room located to the righthand side of the stage, was roped 
->ff and appeared to be crowded by KENNEDY supporters . 

RICH went to this area in an effort to locate a Kennedy Girl“ 
ha had met during the previous campaign. He identified this 
individual as ROTA HERTZBERG, who lives in West Los Angeles.

To the right and behind the roped off area was 
an exit leading to a passageway which appeared to run behind 
the stage in the Embassy Room. As he attempted to look 
into this passageway, an individual, who apparently was 
a KENNEDY campaigner, told him that he was m the way* 

RICH left this area; however, before leaving he noticed 
that the passageway running to the left apparently led 
to a flight of stairs which led to rooms on the floor beneath. 
If one went to the right in this passageway, they would enter 
a doorway leading into an area, which RICH subsequently 
determined was the kitchen. RICH advised that he looked into 
this kitchen area and 'noticed that there was a small 
'anteroom". Which one had to go through before entering 
the main kitchen area. In this anteroom were several chairs 
lining the wall. There were several individuals in this 
anteroom and the kitchen area; however, RICH took no 
particular notice of any individual. When asked if he had 
noticed an individual which he could now identify as SIRHAN 
BISHARA SIRHAN, RICH advised that he had not taken notice 
of any particular individual who might resemble SIRHAN. 

RICH advised he returned to the Embassy Room 
and while he was in the Embassy Room KENNEDY came onto 
the stage and made a speech. RICH watched the activities 
through television monitors and occasionally made an effort 
to see the Btage through the crowd. Standing nearby was 
his cousin WALTER RICH. 

Toward what RICH felt was the end of KENNE DY'S 
speech, WALTER asked him if he was going to give KENNEDY 
the pictures he had in a roanila envelope. RICH explained 
that having previously covered the campaign and taken 
numerous photographs of KENNEDY, he had made a packet 
of appropriate photographs and:intended to give them to 
the Senator if he had an opportunity. RICH advised WALTER 
that he did Intend to give KENNEDY the packet and the two 
of them made their way to the passageway behind the stage. 
While they were in the passageway, an individual asked them 
to get out of the way. The man extended his armB in an 
effort to block people from coming into the passageway from 
the Embassy Room. RICH and WAITER extended their arms and 
helped this individual form a line in front of which KENNEDY 
could pass into the kitchen area. 
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RICH stated he saw KENNEDY come down the passageway 
toward the kitchen area. At about that time the crowd was pressing 
bo hard behind him that he was forced Into the passageway. He 
decided that he would attempt to get Into the kitchen area to avoid 
the press of the crowd and as he entered the doorway to the kitchen 
he noticed that KENNEDY simultaneously had entered the door into the 
anteroom area with him. 

KENNEDY was walking faster than he and passed him 
by. RICH called out 11 Senator Kennedy, Senator Kennedy 1, and 
received no response. He again called to Senator KENNEDY and 
at this time the Senator turned hie head to look over hie right 
shoulder. RICH handed the envelope to the Senator saying, 

* This is for you*. KENNEDY took the envelope and kept on 
walking toward the main part of the kitchen. RICH turned to 
go back the way he had come, at which time he heard three 'pops' 
which pounded like a cap pistol. At almost the same instant 
he felt a shove from behind and immediately turned, at which time 
he observed a man, whom he later determined to be PAUL SCHRADE, 
falling to the floor backwards. He also saw Senator KENNEDY 
on the floor and noticed that blood was 'all over the place 1 , 
on the floor, all over PAUL SCHRADE, and in particular under the 
head of Senator KENNEDY. 

RICH advised he Is not sure of exactly what 
he saw or heard for a fev; seconds after that. He definitely 
did not see the individual who fired the shots or the 
struggle over the gun which he subsequently learned ensued 
after the shots were fired. 

RICH advised he does not recall hearing other 
shots, although he is confident that there were more shots 
fired because something prompted him to run. He speculated 
that he felt a gun battle was about to ensue and after seeing 
KENNEDY on the floor he moved as rapidly as possible toward 
the Embassy Room. En route he saw one man sitting on the chair 
at the side of the anteroom apparently shot, and while looking 
through the doorway he noticed another man fall as if he had 
been shot. 
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While en route to the doorway he' noticed his 
cousin corning into the kitchen area; however, he did not know 
what his cousin did until he arrived in the vicinity of a wall 
outside the kitchen and noticed his cousin was right behind 
him. 



After about 30 seconds to a minute, he then saw 
that someone was closing the door to the kitchen and he 
immediately moved back into the kitehen area. He climbed 
up on a metal-top counter along the wall of the anteroom 
in an effort to see what was going on. Also on the counter 
was a Negro female whose Identity he does not know. RICH 
advised he stayed on the counter while KENNEDY was being 
* removed from the room and observed the pandemonium going on 
during the next 45 minutes to an hour. He kept looking 
for the envelope he had given to KENNEDY, but did not see 
it after he had given it to the Senator. 
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VALTER GE ORGE RICH.

On the evening of June 4, 196D, he accompanied 
his cousin, TIMOTHY PAUL RICH, ta the Ambassador Hotel to 
observe the activities of the KENNEDY campaign. They 
arrived at the Ambassador Hotel at approximately 11:00 p.o. 

They worked their way into the Embassy Roam 
where they had determined KENNEDY would possibly make an 
appearance sometime during the evening. 

While In the Embassy Roam, WALTERS cousin, TIMOTHY, 
* went ta the area near the righthand side of the stage in order 
ta determine where he might be able ta get close enough ta 
Senator KENNEDY ta hand him an envelope containing photographs 
taken by TIMOTHY during KENNEDY'S last campaign in California. 
While TIMOTHY was gone to this area, WALTER remained in the 
central part of the Embassy Room. 

TIMOTHY returned to WALTER shortly before Senator 
KENNEDY arrived to make his speech. They both remained 
in the Embassy Room where KENNEDY and other members of hie 
staff made speeches. Shortly before KENNEDY finished his 
speech, WALTER asked his cousin if he was going to give 
KENNEDY the photographs to which TIMOTHY indicated in the 
affirmative and they made their way to a passageway at the 
rear of the stage area. 

WALTER stated that behind the stage was a hallway. 

He did not know where the hallway le^ if one went behind 
the stage; however, if one went "to the right" they would 
enter an area which he subsequently learned was the kitchen. 
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'./ALTER advised that he walked into the kitchen area before 
KENNEDY came through the hallway, but took no notice of 
any particular Individual. 

While waiting for KENNEDY to finish his speech, 
’/ALTER and TIMOTHY assisted an individual in forming a 
line to keep people from entering the hallway from the 
Embassy Room. 

Shortly thereafter, WALTER observed KENNEDY 
leave the stage area and enter the passageway into the 
kitchen. 

At about that time, TIMOTHY and WALTER became 
separated, WALTER attempted to follow KENNEDY into the 
kitchen area and as he was entering the kitchen area, he heard 
three sharp noises which resembled a cap pistol. 

At almost the same instant the crowd in front 
of him opened leaving a greater gap between him and Senator 
KENNEDY . WALTER saw a man fall backwards to the floor with 
blood "all over his face and seemingly suspended in the air". 
WALTER also saw Senator KENNEDY lying on the floor. 

The crowd closed up the gap and immed lately 
pandemonium broke out. 

WALTER and TIMOTHY immediately left the kitchen 
area and hid behind a wall. WALTER' advised thatlftp did not 
hear any shots after the initial three shots were fired, 
but he observed at least two other individuals, both men, 
inside the anteroom to the kitchen who had apparently been 
shot. 

After remaining outside the kitchen for about a 
minute, TIMOTHY was able to re-enter the kitchen; however, 
HALTER remained outside. WALTER stated he observed no further 
activities inside the kitchen and did not, at any time, see 
the individual resembling a photograph he had seen of SIRHAN 
SIRHAN. 
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jER, Angeles, 

_ was interviewed at the KENNEDY Campaign 
>15 Hilahire Boulevard, Los Angel be, where she 
has been employed in the press office as a secretary. SALINGER 
advised that she had determined that the volunteer KENNEDY worker 
who took photographs in the KENNEDY Headquarters on election 
day June 4, 1968, was ANNIE GANI, who is employed at the Letters 
and Signs Department, at the University of California at Loe 
Angeles (UCLA), 



SALINGER advised that she was at the Ambassador Hotel 
on election night, June 4, 1968, at the time KENNEDY wae shot, 

* She stated, however, that she was in the Embassy Room in the 
press area when the initial confusion broke out. She stated 
that although she heard noise, she, at that time, did not identify 
any sound as being the sound of a shot, and further related 
that she did not see SIRHAN BISHARA SIRHAN or recognize any 
other people who were in the vicinity of KENNEDY when he was 
wounded. 
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!C MAHON, also known as Corky Me Mahon, 

is advised of the nature of the inquiry 

and the Identity of the interviewing Agent. MC MAHON furnished 
the following information: 




MC MAHON stated that on the evening of June 4, 1968 » 
at approximately 8:30 PM, she arrived at the Ambassador Hotel, 
3^00 Wilshire Boulevard, Los Angeles, California, with ROBIN 
KAREN CASDEN, LAURIE PORTER, and SCOTT HOWARD. She further 
advised that all four of them were successful in sneaking into 
the press room located on the second floor of the Ambassador 
Hotel . 



They remained near the back wall and on the terrace 
throughout most of the evening. 

MC MAHON advised that approximately one and a half 
hours after their arrival at the hotel, she noticed an individual 
pacing up and down below the terrace. She stated that he would 
talk to a Security Guard on the first floor below them, then 
walk upstairs and into the press room. He would then return to 
the first floor and walk to the Security Guard and again go into 
the press room. MC MAHON stated he did this on several occasions 
while she was standing on the terrace and it continued up until 
the time Senator KENNEDY spoke inside the press room, which she 
believes was around 11:00 PM. MC MAHON Btated she did not 
see him again after KENNEDY started to speak and advised she 
does not remember any description other than the fact that he 
was male and had dark brown hair. 

MC MAHON advised they went inside the press room to 
hear KENNEDY'S speech and stood on chairs at the back of the 
room while he spoke. At the end of his speech, MC MAHON stated 
she told those with her that she wanted to shake his hand. 
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MC MAHON stated that at the end of KENNEDY'S speech, she Jumped 
from the chair and ran towards the stage where KENNEDY had been 
speaking. She then went left of the podium into a hall like 
area in an attempt to reach KENNEDY, hut when she was approximately 
ten feet from KENNEDY the area was <3oBed off by someone shutting 
a folding wooden partition. She then attempted to peer around the 
partition and at that point the partition was drawn back by a 
lrrge Negro male who pushed HOWARD and herself to one side. 

MC MAHON stated they then walked in front of the speaker's 
stand and noticed for the first time a white female, approximately 
ho to 45 years old, lying on the right side of the speaker's 
stand. She was covered up to her midriff with a table cloth 
and her face and hair was covered with blood. 

MC MAHON advised that approximately two minutes 
later CASDEN ran up to her crying and shouted, "Bullets, bullets, 
bullets", over and over again, as well as, "They shot him, they 
shot him.’' MC MAHON observed that CASDEN had blood on her 
head and the right side of her dress and leg. MC MAHON advised 
that she then asked CASDEN what happened and CASDEN told her 
that bullets went in front of her face and that Senator KENNEDY 
had fallen on her. She also told MC MAHON she had been behind 
the Senator in the kitchen when he turned to the right, smiled, 
shook her hand, took two steps forward, and then fell back upon 
her. She told MC MAHON she then went along the kitchen wall and 
ran back into the press room. MC MAHON advised that after this, 
CASDEN appeared to become more incoherent and again repeated, 
"Bullets, bullets", over and over again. At this point MC MAHON 
stated that a Secret Service Agent and herself started taking 
CASDEN from the room heading for the right exit. MC MAHON 
advised that she then observed approximately 15 Los Angeles 
Policemen holding a man, however, she could not really see him, 
but there was a large number of individuals apparently trying 
to reach him. MC MAHON stated she then told the Secret Service 
Agent she was going to take CASDEN home and they left the 
building at that point. 
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MC MAHON advised she did not observe anyone or anything 
susp icious and adviif 
apartments.

"advised that They arrived at the Ambassador Hotel, 3^00 Wilshire 
Boulevard, Los Angeles, California, at approximately 10:i'5 p.m** 
and remained throughout most of the evening on the first floor 
ballroom, which is located directly below the press room where 
Senator KENNEDY spoke, MC MAHON stated that they attempted 
to get into the press room on the second floor but were e topped 
at the door. MC MAHON stated that at approximately 11:30 or 
12:00 p.m., someone in the ballroom announced that Senator 
KENNEDY would shortly appear in the ballroom at the podium in the 
front of the room after he had finished hie victory speech in the 
press room. MC MAHON advised that at this point they started 
moving towards the front of the room and then heard several 
people scream near the speaker's Etand. Shortly after this 
someone said that Senator KENNEDY had been shot. MC MAHON 
stated someone then told everyone to leave the ballroom and they 
moved into a small press room located close by and watched the 
events on television, MC MAHON advised that while they were 
watching television, an announcement care over the television 
set stating that no one was to leave the hotel. MC MAHON 
advised that they remained at the hotel until approximately 
3:00 a.m., June 5, 1S63,

HOWARD voluntarily furnished the following Information: 

HOWARD stated that on the evening of June 1963, 
at approximately 3:00 p.m., he arrived at the Ambassador Hotel, 

3^00 Wilshire Boulevard, Los Angeles, California, with ROBIN 
KAREN CASDEN, LAURIE PORTER, and KERRY ANN MC MAHON. He stated 
that all four of them were successful in gaining entrance into the 
press todo located on the second floor of the hotel end they 
spent £}oet of the evening on the terrace .located opposite the 
speaker’s stand. 

HOWARD advised that at approximately 9:00 or St^O p.cs , 
he talked to an unknown individual who he thought was rather 
strange. This individual had on a busboy's uniform with a 
white jacket and he was very difficult to understand. HOWARD 
advised that he apparently was of a foreign extraction and 
when he first saw this individual he asked him in jest why he did ru 
juirp off the terrace and thie person gave a reply which he 
could not understand. HOWARD described this individual as a 
Mexican male, approximately 32, light brown hair, f : ’’flat 
on top and pointed in front”, 5 feet 11 inches, 1^5 pounds, 
slender, with medium complexion. 

HOWARD advised that at approximately 11:00 or 11:30 
p.m., they went into the press room and listened to Senator 
KENNEDY'S speech. HOWARD Etated that they stood at the rear 
of the room slightly left of the speaker's stand. At the end 
of his speech. Senator KENNEDY turned and walked to the rear 
of the platform while MC MAHON and himself attempted to reach 
. . i him. HOWARD stated that they vent left of the platform and 
/jL*' into a hall- like area with a folding wooden-type partition 

separating them from Senator KENNEDY, who apparently went to 
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the riyht after leaving the podium. HOWARD advised that vhile 
they were stand Inn there, ROSIE GRIER, a Negro football player 
for the Los Angeles Haas, opened the partition and pushed 
1IC MAHON and himself to one side. GR'IHI vas saying something 
about bullets as he ran dov.n the exit on the left side of the 
press room HOWARD stated he then attempted to go through 
the kitchen, but was prevented from doing so when someone 
closed the folding partition. HOWARD advised they then vent 
around the front of the speaker's stand and noticed for the 
first time a vhite female, approximately 35 to *!0 years old, 

* lying on the speaker’s platform vlth blood over her face. 

While standing at the platform, HOWARD advised CASDEN ran up 
v.ith blood on her left leg and near her right eye. She seemed 
to be In a state of shock and kept repeating, “They shot him. 

He’s dead. 11 HOWARD stated that ell three of them started to 
move av.ay fro.? the area and he walked avay at this point and 
temporarily lost eight of 11C MAHON and CASDEN. HOWARD advised 
he then started walking toward the cafeteria and before he 
could reach the cafeteria door, approximately eight Los Angeles 
policemen came out bringing a man vith then. HOWARD stated he 
did not get a very good look at this person since his hands 
and arms vers held in front of hie face and the crowd of people 
in the area was attempting to reach said person. The policemen 
then took this person down the right exit and HOWARD followed 
them down to the next floor, but returned to the press room in 
search of MC MAHOIT and CASDEN. HOWARD Etated that upon returning 
to the press room he found MC MAHON and CASDEN and observed 
MC MAHON walk to the previously mentioned lady lying on the 
speaker’s platform, apparently for a closer loolt. HOWARD 
advised it vaE shortly after this when somebody told everyone 
to clear the press roor, whereupon they left the hotel. 

HOWARD stated he observed FREDDIE STEWART, v.ho did* 

TV specials in the press room on June 4 through 5, 1963, and 
that he lives somewhere In Hollywood, California. HOWARD 
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Rampart Division, Los Angeles Police Department, Los

"After shooting on the rifle range, we noticed 
an individual shooting very rapidly on the pistol range 
which is beside the rifle range. At this time we 
decided to start shooting our own pLstols, a .22 
Colt magnum. Noticing the individual down the range 
was shooting rapidly, we decided to approach him and 
inquire about the weapon, DAVID asked him if the 
weapon was a 33 and he replied 'No, it was a .22 
caliber.’ Then I asked him how many bullets the 
pistol was able to hold and he replied, ’it is an 
eight shot pistol. 1 I then asked him if it was a 
single or double action and he replied 'it is single'. 

It was only obvious he didn't know much about the gun 
as we could see that it was double action. He finally 
said that we had gotten him confused and that the pistol 
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"was double action. I asked him what make the gun 
was and he didn't answer . I asked again and he said 
'it was an Iver - Johnson' and Bhcwed me the in- 
scription on the barrel which verified thiE. 

"This individual then ask_us if we hunted and 
we answered 'no, we had Just begun learning about 
pistols. 1 I believe I asked him if he hunted him- 
self and he said, 'I Just started shooting myself, 

DAVID asked him about a special box of bullets which 
he had on the support in front of him. The bcr-Tlets 
were mini-magnum. He also had several boxes of re- 
gular ammunition. The box of mini -magnum was about 
1/3 gone. He had about 400 empty casings to the 
right of him which he had apparently fired. 

"The individual asked DAVID how to obtain better 
accuracy thru the sight pattern and they discussed 
briefly and then DAVID and I left the range at appro- 
ximately 2 pm. The individual was still shooting. 

''After Senator KENNEDY'S attempted assassination 
early in the morning of June 5j l£o3 DAVID and I heard 
the description of the suspect and the gun used and 
decided it matched the description of the individual 
v.e had seen and talked with at the range and the gun 
likewise matched. We decided to call the police. 

"The individual at the range was about 22 to 23 
yrs of age. thin build, weighing about 135 pounds, about 
5’5 n to B’b" tall, dark complexion with curly black 
or brown hair. It was apparent that he waE of a 
foreign extraction. He epoke with some type of accent 
not readily known to me. He was wearing a long sleeve 
beige or white shirt with stripes and light blue Jeans. 

I noticed no apparent scars or identifying marks. I 
saw no one with him and noticed no automobile. 
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v.e called the police. Detect iveBd^J 
Homicide Division, Central, LAPD came 
■Scfwn -with six mug shots. DAVID and I both picked 
out one mug shot as definitely being the individual 
v;e had seen at the range We did not knovi his name 
at that time and didn't knovi it until v»e heard the 
name on television. 

I have read the above statement consisting of 
this page and three (3) others, initialed each page 
and correction and believe it to be true to the beet 
of' ny knowledge.

;ontacted DAVID RALPH MONTELLANO and identified 
lems elves as agents of the FBI. MONTELLANO Etated that he wp,s 
willing to talk to the FBI and provided the following information: 




MONTELLAKO stated that h© i£ currently residing at 
is 20 years of age, and is currently unemployed. 




On June 4, 1908, he and HENRY CARREON decided to go to 
the San Gabriel Valley Gun Club, 4001 Fish Canyon Road, Duarte, 
California, and to do Eome target shooting. He stated that they 
^arrived at the range at approximately 11:30 a.m., and after securing 
their targets, went to the rifle range in order to fire a ,22 
caliber Marlin carbine rifle. After firing several rounds, MONTELLANO 
said that he and CARREON heard some rapid firing coming from the 
pistol range, which is adjacent to the rifle range. MONTELLANO 
said that he and CARREON discussed the matter briefly and then 
decided to go to the pistol range to see what kind of weapon was 
being used in connection with this rapid firing.

MONTELLANO advised that he and CARREON then went to 
the pistol range and at the far end of the range they saw enindi vidua' 
whom he described as approximately 5 , 4" - 5*5“ in height, 115-120 
pounds, dark complexion, bushy haired, and dressed in light colored 
clothing, firing around gun position four or five. MONTELGANO 
said that he asked the individual, "Is that a .35?" and the individua! 
replied, "No, it's a .22." MONTELLANO stated that he observed 
about six boxes of Sup^r X Western .22 long rifle shelle in front 
of the individual on the bench, and two boxes of .22 caliber mini 
magnum shells. He etated that he thinks CARREON asked the 
individual if his gun was single or double action. He stated 
that the individual replied "It’s Eingle action"; however, he 
later changed his mind and said, "I was confused, it‘s double 
action." MONTELLANO stated that on one occasion, the individual 
showed he and CARREON the weapon, and he personally observed

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that it va s an I ver- Johns on eight shot .22 caliber pistol with 
an approximate 2" barrel. 

MONTELLANO stated that the individual was firing at 
a target Eet out some distance in front of the firing poeition, 
and that he saw many holes in the target; however, many of 
these holes were in the white portion of the target rather than 
the black, and he, MONTELLANO, was under the impression that 
the individual was not a very good s hooter. 

MONTELLANO stated that it was approximately 1:00 p.m. 
when he and CARREON went to the pistol range, watched and engaged 
the individual in conversation, and left the range at approximately 
1:30 or 1:45 p.m. He stated that the actual time spent watching 
and conversing with the individual was approximately 20 minutes. 

He stated that the individual was still at the range to the best 
of his knowledge, when he and CARREON left. 

MONTELLANO further advised that one thing that he remembers 
about the incident was that the individual kept hlE spent cartridge 
casings in a pile on the firing bench to the individual's right. 

He stated that it appeared as if he might be wanting to save the 
cartridge casings. He estimated that there were 400 to 500 of 
these casings piled on the bench. 

MONTELLANO further stated that he recalled & party of 
four people being around the rifle range when he and CARREON were 
there and that he later recalled this party being on the pietol 
range while he and CARREON v/ere watching end talking with the 
individual at the far end of the^range. He stated that this party 
consisted of a man described as o^'-S'S*' tall, about 245-250 
pounds, husky build, late 30' s, and short hair. A woman described 
as 22-28 years of age, 5’^ -5*5” in height, nice build and well 
developed, shoulder length blandish hair; and two, possibly teenage 
boys, one described only as about 18 years of age and wearing, 
light colored jeans; and the other described as about 15 years of 
age, hippie hair cut, eideburne, wearing a dark shirt with white 
tie and with pinstripe or checked trousers. 
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MQNTELLANO stated that this party was firing a .32 
caliber chrome plated gun, with white or pearl handles, and 
possibly a magazine loaded automatic. He stated that at least 
on one occasion he recalls either the man or one of the boys 
gave assistance to the woman who was firing the gun. He said 
that earlier when he and CARRBON were on the rifle range, he 
remembered this party being there, and he recalled the man said 
something to the effect, ''She has never shot a pistol before 
and I wanted to teach her.” He said that he thought he would 
recognize the man and the younger of the two boys if he were 
to see them againj however, he doubted if he would recognize the 
woman and the other boy. He stated that he had the impression 
that the party was a man and He younger wife and two . Eons or 
possibly a man, his daughter, and two sons. 

MQNTELLANO further advised that he, at no time, saw 
the individual firing at the far end of the pistol range, come 
over to converse with, or observe the four members of the party 
during their time on the pistol range or rifle range. 

MOWTELLANO, upon being shown pictures of various 
individuals, picked out a photograph of SIRHAN SIRHAN as 
positively being the Individual whom he had seen firing at the 
far end of the pistol range, and had engaged in conversation. 
MONTELLANO stated that he is aware that SIRHAN is currently 
under arrest for the assassination of Senator ROBERT F, KENNEDY 
and he is certain that the individual at the range was SIRHAN 
SIRHAN. 



MONTELLANO stated in conclusion, that if he Could recall 
any additional details regarding the occur ranees on the firing 
range that he would contact the Los Angeles FBI Office.

HAGER advised that he was on duty at the gun 
club on June 4, 1968, Upon being shown photographs of 
Individuals including SIRHAN SIRHAN, he advised that he did 
not recognize the individual as being a shooter at the range 
on that day. However, HAGER advised, his records indicate 
that an individual signed In with the name SIRHAN SIRHAN on 
* June Jj, 1966. HAGER stated that he had notified the Los Angeles 
Police Department that SIRHAN* s name appeared on these records and 
It was his understanding that police officials requested the record 
with the name SIRHAN SIRHAN be retained until they picked it up. 

HAGER stated that they maintained two rosters of 
shooters at the gun club. One roster contained signatures 
of gun club members only who are shooting on any particular 
day and the other roster is for non-membere. He noted that 
SIRHAN *e name appeared on the non-member roster. In addition, 
he stated that everyone who ehootE at the range is supposed 
to sign one roster or the other but often times this ie not 
done.

STT CARL BUCKNER, SR,, .who resides at 

Glendora, California, telephone number 

and is employed as Line Officer, San Gabriel'* Valley Gun Club,

B HMWWMW Hfcfter identifying themselves as Special Agents of 
the FBI: 



BUCKNER advised that he was on duty as the Line 
Officer for the gun club on June 4, 1968, At approximately 
9:30 to 10:00 a.m., an individual came to the range and signed 
the non-member shooting roster with the name S1RHAN SIRHAN, 

696 East Howard, Pasadena, BUCKNER stated that he later 
recognized a picture on television of SIRHAN, a suspect in the 
assassination of Senator ROBERT F, KENNEDY, as being identical 
to the individual whom he had seen on the range on June 4, 1968. 
BUCKNER stated that SIRHAN had in his possession a .22 caliber 
pistol with clip and after receiving a target, went to shooting 
position number 1 on the pistol range. After firing for approxi- 
mately 15 minutes, SIRHAN returned to BUCKNER and asked, "What 
are your best shells? Have you got some that will not misfire? 11 
After a short conversation, BUCKNER stated he sold SIRHAN a box 
of shells but he is not sure what type. SIRHAN then returned 
to position number 1 and started firing again. 

Approximately 15 minutes later, a man and a woman 
came to the range counter. BUCKNER etated that he could 
describe the male only as white, 30-40 years of age, and slender 
build. He described the woman as 25-30 years of age, 5'6" - 
5' 8", 135 pounds, husky build, blonde hair - approximately 
shoulder length and wearing a light colored drees. BUCKNIffi 
stated he could not recall if the man and woman signed either 
the non-member or member roster prior to shooting. The roan 
said, "I want to shoot rifle, she wants to shoot pistol." 

BUCKNER then told the man that he could not shoot the rifle 
and pistol on the same range and he, BUCKNER, then asked the 
man, “Would you like to go with your, wife first", and the man 
replied angrily, “That is not my Goddamn wife, 11 and then said 
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to the woman, "You go over there by yourself He then told 
the woman, "You'll have to go by yourself because you have to 
learn how to shoot that pistol today' 1 . BUCKNER stated the woman 
then turned to him and said, "I’ve had this gun a long time end 
I have to learn how to shoot it. This is the first gun I’ve 
ever owned and I’ve never shot a gun before." 

BUCKNER advised that he gave each the proper target 
and the woman then went to the pistol range and the man went 
to the rifle range. BUCKNER stated that he placed the woman’ a 
target in place for her around gun position number 24, which ia 
i at the opposite end of the pistol range ‘of the number 1 gun 
position from which SIRHAN was firing. BUCKNER stated the woman 
then started shooting but could not hit the target and asked 
him for help and BUCKNER told her that he was not allowed to 
do so. The woman continued firing and after a few minutes, SIRHAN 
came over to the woman and said, "Here, I’ll show you how to 
shoot that.” The woman said, "Get away from me, you son of a 
bitch; they’ll recognize you.” BUCKNER stated that he was 
approximately five feet away from SIRHAN and the woman during 
this conversation. SIRHAN then took the gun away from the 
woman and proceeded to show her how to line up the sights for a 
proper sight picture. He returned the gun to the woman and 
she fired and hit the bulls -eye. She continued firing for 
approximately 15-30 minutes with SIRHAN beside her. After 
that SIRHAN left her and returned to the number 1 gun position. 

Approximately 10 minutes after this, the man with whom 
the woman had apparently come to the range with came over to the 
woman on the pistol range and removed her target and returned 
to the bench with it. The woman said, "See, I got a bulle-eye”. 
The man said, "Yes, Goddamn you, that was an accident. Look 
at all these wild shots. 1 ’ BUCKNER stated that the man then 
returned the targets. BUCKNER stated that after returning the 
targets to the shed, the man and woman left the range. BUCKNER 
stated that he did not notice an automobile. He stated that he 
would estimate this time as approximately 11:00 to 11:30 A.M. , 
although he said xt could have been as much as an hour or so 
later. 



BUCKNER stated that SIRHAN left the range approximately 
10 or 15 minutes after the man and woman and he thought SIRHAN 
was driving a light colored car, make and model unknown, although 
it sticks in his mind that the middle letter on the license plate 
was the letter W. 
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BUCKNER stated that he was certain that the photo- 
graph of SIRHAN was the same individual who was Tiring at the 
range on June 4 , 1968. He stated that he was reasonably certain 
that he would recognize the blonde woman if he were to see her 
again, however, he did not think that he could recognize the 
man with the woman. BUCKNER stated that he would be willing to 
help the FBI in any way possible in this investigation and in 
the event that he should think of anything that might be of 
assistance he would immediately contact the Los Angeles Office. 

* BUCKNER pointed out that he has never been satisfied 

that only one person assassinated President JOHN F. KENNEDY in 
Dallas, and it is his definite opinion that a conspiracy existed 
in that assassination. He stated from what he can gather from 
the news media, from the very beginning he believed that a 
conspiracy existed to assassinate Senator ROBERT F. KENNEDY. 

BUCKNER stated he could furnish no information to support the 
feeling he had from the moment he received news of the shooting 
of the Senator that this was a conspiracy other than the information 
he furnished concerning the events that took place at the San 
Gabriel Valley Gun Club on June 1968. 
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EVERETT:; C, BUCKNER, ■■■■■■■ Glendora, 
California, was interviewed at thesS^aDr^i cun club, 4001 
Fish Canyon Road, Duarte, where he is presently employed in the 
capacity of a line officer.* 



Mr, BUCKNER stated he was working on the morning of 
June 4, 1963, in the area of the target shed, when an individual 
came to the shed and purchased a pistol target. He advised he is 
responsible for the sale of targets and ammunition, and said he 
told this man to sign the non-member register, which was done, 
and that this individual, after obtaining his target, then proceeded 
t to the vicinity of position number 1 or 3 at the extreme end of 
the pistol range. He said he could not definitely pinpoint the 
time of day, but estimated that it was sometime after 10:00 a,m. 

He said he did not, at this time, observe this individual firing 
the pistol, but knew that firing was talcing place from the noise 
at that end of the range. He could not recall whether there were 
any other shooters on the pistol range at this particular time. 

He said sometime thereafter, possibly 30 minutes or so, 
a couple approached the target shed and the can told him he desired 
a target for the rifle range, and that the girl wanted to shoot 
a pistol. He said he told this man that it would be necessary 
for them to separate, inasmuch as rifle firing is not permitted 
on the pistol range, and the male then obtained hie target and 
started to walk toward the rifle range. He said at this point 
he made the comment to the man, "Arn't you going to help your 
wife set up her target?" He said this man replied to this comment 
rather angrily, "She^ not my God damn wife.* 1 At this time the 
man then proceeded alone toward the rifle range area. 



BUCKNER eaid he then took the pistol target for the girl 
and started walking toward the pistol range, at which time the 
girl made a comment to him to the effect, "This is the first time 
I have shot this gun, but I have to .shoot it today." BUCKNER said he 
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told the girl that it was against the Gun Club's rules for him 
to assist her in any way with the gun* loading or anything else, 
but that he would, on his own* help her in setting up her target. 
He said that they went to a position near the end of the pistol 
range, which would be position number 22 or 23* and he thereafter 
set up the girl's .target at the 15 yard line. He said after 
returning to the line he watched the girl fire for a short period 
of time, and noted that she was a very bad shot, inasmuch as she 
yas not even hitting the target. He said, during this period of 
time the man who had come earlier was at the extreme other end 
csf the range firing hie pistol* although BUCKNER paid little or no 
attention to him. 

He said he returned to the target shed and a short time 
thereafter the man who had come earlier came to the shed and 
asked him if he sold ammunition. He said he replied in the 
affirmative* at which time this individual said to him* "I want 
something that won't misfire." He said he told this man that he 
had the regular .22 shells * which thlE roan was firing, for sale 
at $.85 a box* but that he also had a more expensive Ehell, which 
he believed sold for $1.40. He said he told this man he had 
never seen any of the expensive shells misfire* and that at this 
time* the man said he wanted a box of this shell. He said he 
then sold a box of the expensive shells to the man* at which time 
the man then returned to hie firing position. 

BUCKNER exhibited a box of .22 long high velocity rifle 
shells* Imperial brand, which bore the stamped letter "D" on the 
base, which he said he was quite certain was the same kind of 
Ehell he sold to this man. It was noted that the price of $1.05 
was narked on the box of this particular shell. 

Following this incident, the time not being noted, he 
walked to the pistol range to see how the girl was doing with her 
shooting. He said he was approximately two to three feet from 
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her at thie time, and at this point the man, referred to previously, 
walked up to him with hie target in his hand andeaid to him, 

"How's this for shooting? 11 He said he observed the target of 
this man, and noted that all shots were in the bulls -eye area. 

He said he told this man that this was very good shooting and 
was, in fact, the beet shooting he had seen on this range. He 
said the man. was quite elated over his fine pistol shooting and 
seemed to be very happy. 

Immediately following thie conversation, he said this 
#man then walked over to the girl, who ' waE having difficulty with 
her shooting, and made some type of remark to her to the effect 
that he would show her how to do it. He said the girl then 
commented to this man, "God damn you, you son of a bitch, get 
out of here or they will recognize us. 11 He said this man did not 
leave and continued to show her how to shoot the gun. He said 
he did not overhear any further conversation and did not know 
whether there had been any further conversation. 

Following this he said he did not observe thie man 
again and assumed that he must have left. 

Sometime thereafter the man with whom the girl had 
corne and who had shot the^bifl^ came to the pistol range area 
and the girl, rather jubilantly, showed him her target, which 
had one hole in the bulls -eye. He said the man then made some 
kind of comment to the girl to the effect she had fool*s luck. 

He said he overheard no further conversation and following this 
he assumed that the man and woman left, although he did not see 
them leave the range. 



Mr. BUCKNER said he did not observe the. gun fired by 
this girl very closely, but said he believed it was a .22, that 
it was a small gun, and it was his recollection that it had a 
pearl handle. 
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With respect to the rifle shot by the wan, BUCKNER said 
that the rifle had been brought by this man, but he stated he 
could not recall anything about it, as to whether it was in a case 
or not. He said in all probability it had been in a case, but he 
could not state this as a fact. 

Mr. BUCKNER was exhibited a photograph of SIRHAN SIRHAN, 
LAFD ?rBK 495139 > end after viewing this photograph positively 
, identified this photo as being of the man who had come to the range 
earlier on June 4, 1968, who had shot at the extreme end of the 
pistol range, at position one or three, who had purchased a box of 
ammunition from him, and who had had conversation with the girl. 

With respect to the girl he said he had never seen her 
at the range before, but noted he had only worked at the range 
for approximately two weeks previous to this time. He described 
this girl as white; 25-30 years: 5 , 6 1 ‘ - 5‘8 ,: tall; 135 pounds; 
blonde hair, worn shoulder length; rather husky build; attractive, 
and wore very little make-up. 

He described the male accompanying this girl as white; 

30 years; S’lO 11 - 6‘; 175-180 pounds; long hair and rather slight 
in build . 



He said it was his recollection that the man accompanying 
the girl had purchased both targets and that while it was a 
regulation that anyone firing had to sign the register, he did 
not believe that this man had signed the register. 

He stated he felt that should he see this girl again 
in person that he vjould be able to recognize her, and that if 
anything further came to his mind concerning this incident he 
would immediately notify the FBI.

HERMANN advised that on June 4, 1968, he was not at 
the range until late in the afternoon as he had gone to Big 
Pines, California, and therefore, had no idea of any individuals 
who were at the range on that date. 
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WILLIAM ATALIC, Calif oraia, 

was interviewed at the San Gabriel Valley Gtfn Club, 4D01 Fish 
Canyon Road, Duarte, where he ie employed as a general handyman. 



Mr. ATALIC was queried as to any recollections he had 
concerning the day of June 4, 1968, which was the day immediately 
preceding the shooting of Senator ROBERT F, KENNEDY. 



He said that on this particular day he had been working 
in the morning near the target shed putting in a new curbing and 
as the job was rather complicated, paid very little attention to 
any people at the range. He stated, however, that he recalls 
seeing a young man at the range vrtiom he assumed had been target 
^shooting, but said he paid little attention to him, as he had no 
reason to watch his movements. 



He said after watching television following the shooting 
of Senator KENNEDY he observed an individual, identified by the 
name of SIRHAN SIRHAN as the person who had probably shot Senator 
KENNEDY, and after viewing this person said he felt sure that 
this was the same man he had seen at the range on the morning of 
June 4, 1968, mentioned above. He stated, however, he could not 
state this for a fact. 

Mr. ATALIC was also queried as to whether he had observed 
any females at the range on June 4, 1968, at which time he stated 
it was his vague recollection that a girl had been at the range 
sometime during this day, but stated he could not be certain of this, 
as he had paid no attention to anything going on about him. 

Mr. ATALIC advised he could recall nothing further 
about the events of June 4, 1968, but that should he recall any 
further information he would immediately contact the FBI.

Mr. HICKS was queried as to any recollections he might 
have concerning the events at the range on June 4, 1959, this 
being the day immediately preceding the shooting of Senator ROBERT 
F. KENNEDY* 

Mr. HICKS advised that on this particular day he was 
working at the extreme further end of the rifle range painting, 
^removing poles, and doing other odd jobs, and noted that in the 
area where he was working there was little or no activity. 

He said, however, that he recalled that sometime in the 
late morning of this day he noted, at a distance, a man and woman, 
and observed this woman appeared to be quite Bhapely. 

He said he believed he made a comment to one of the other workers, 
whom he could not now identify, to the effect that it would 
probably be better to have this man set up the targets and then 
for firing to convnence while he was placing the targets. He 
said he made this comment in Jest, thought nothing further of it, 
and following this resumed his working. 

He said he did not observe this couple either arriving 
or leaving, and had no further information of any kind relative 
to this day.

Mr. JENKINS was queried &e to any recollections he might 
now have concerning evente at the range on June 4, 19SS, which 
was the day immediately preceding the shooting of Senator ROBERT F. 
KENNEDY.

their association became quite close. They did not have any 
classes together, however, they were frequent associates 
and, after leavingPC^^SIRHAIMja^afrequent guest at the 
residence of 

SIRHAN was considered an ideal guest and initially 
seemed lonely and quiet and was considered very kind and 
considerate. 

SIRHAN was considered by flRHHlH^o quite 
passive politically and did not tend to discuss American 
politics. SIRHAN did, on one occasion, express admiration 
for ADOLF HITLER and, although he disapproved of his tactics, 
did greatly admire him in the success that he achieved. . 
SIRHAN criticized the United States because of existing 
poverty and the difficulty in achieving rapid advancement. 
SIRHAN seemed to be obsessed with a desire to achieve 
instant wealth and success. SIRHAN was very emotional in 
discussing the recent Arab - Israeli conflict and was 
critical of United States policy supporting Israel. SIRHAN 
did not discuss personalties in connection with United 
States politics. recalled that on one occasion, 

a Jewish friend of his, not known to SIRHAN, expressed to 
him a di sapproval of the Israeli treatment of Arab refugees. 
This related to SIRHAN and SIRHAN understood him 

to say that his friend admired the Israeli treatment of 
Arab refugees, and SIRHAN, in an emotional outburst, stated, 
"He had better not say that to me". 



After SIRHAN fell from -a horse in 1966, he seemed 
to change considerably.

SIRHAN by name. He explained that while attending PCC, he 
came to know many foreign students through social activities 
and noted that some of the foreign students were Arabs. He 
stated that after Senator ROBERT F* KENNEDY’S assassination, 
he has become aware of the identity or SIRHAN and explained 
that he now realized that he had seen him on several occasions 
at PCC. He noted, however, that he has never known him 
by name, has never associated with him, and has never had 
a conversation with him. 

recalled that in late March, 1968, he. 
attended the races at Santa An^^k^^n associate, 
Mft^ois likewise f rom 

that JHHflfl^lso attended PCC and recalleotnawi^and 

saw SIRHAN by chance at the races. He pointed out, however, 
that although they recognized SIRHAN by sight and had a 
conversation with him, the conversation was solely about the 
races and nothing more.

He concluded by noting that he has absolutely no 
information concerning SIRHAN other than that set forth 
above.

California, furnished the following Information: 

®PPING advised that he operated the Elite Kotor 
Service, 2529 East Foothill Boulevard, Pasadena, California, 
for twenty-nine years prior to selling out his business to 
JACK DAVIES in September 1964. COPPING advised that he is 
presently retired. 

COPPING went on to say that on March 30, 1964, 
he employed one SIRHAN SIRHAN who worked for him at the Elite 
Motor Service until September 14, 1964. COPPING advised 
, that SIRHAN was an outstanding employee, excellent worker, 
and never had any friends hanging around the station. He 
advised that during the time SIRHAN was employed by him, he 
worked the 4:00 p.m. to 3?00 a*®* shift alone and that none 
of the other employees would have known anything about 
SIRHAN. He advised that during his association with SIRHAN 
at no time did SIRHAN ever express any of his political views 
or nationalistic leanings or for that matter, any of his 
views. He advised that while SIRHAN was employed at his 
station, he resided with 'a family 'by the name of WHLIAM 
BF\TERIDGE who resided at 167 North Sierra Madre, Pasadena, 
California. COPPING advised that SIRHAN stayed with the 
BEVERIDGEs and that this family would probably know him better 
than anyone else. He advised that before SIRHAN terminated 
employment with him, he had moved from the BEVERIDGE residence 
to him mother's address at 696 East Howard, Pasadena, 
California.

COPPING further advised that he could not furnish 
anything derogatory concerning SIRHAN and that when he was 
notified that SIRHAN was the person suspected of shooting 
Senator KENNEDY, it was very hard for him to believe. 

COPPING then furnished the following individuals 
who might have known, or been associated with SIRHAN: 
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Hr. WILLIAM BEVERIDGE, 167 North Sierra Madre 
Boulevard, advised that he Is self-employed doing garden 
Jobbing work. He became acquainted with SIRHAN BISHARA 
SIRHAN In 1961 or 1962. He stated that he does not 
recall how SIRHAN came to him, but that during this 
period he was using young boys in connection with his 
gardening work and SIRHAN did come to him for such 
employment. During the next three years, SIRHAN worked 
for him on a part-time basis, as work was available, and 
as SIRHAN wanted work. During the first part of this 
period. It was BEVERIDGE'S understanding that SIRHAN was 
attending Muir High School in Pasadena, and was living with 
his mother at some address on East Howard Street. He 
* subsequently left Muir High School and did some studying 
at Pasadena High School located on Sierra Madre Boulevard. 

It was BEVERIDGE'S belief that this was high school study 
rather than on a college level. 

BEVERIDGE advised that it was his understanding 
that SIRHAN '8 father had originally been In this country, 
but had returned to Palestine by himsfelf. SIRHAN 's mother 
stayed In this country, and in addition he had two brothers 
and possibly one sister in this country. One brother was 
a painter by the name of JOE. The other brother was a musician; 
however, BEVERIDGE did not know his name. It was also his 
impression that the sister may have died sometime during the 
time he knew SIRHAN. 

In about 1963, SIRHAN had some type of difficulty 
with his family. It was BEVERIDGE'S impression that this 
arose from a fight between SIRHAN and his brother, JOE, which 
resulted m the Pasadena Police Department being called because 
of the disturbance. Because of this fight, SIRHAN left his 
family's residence and lived for several weeks In a camper 
owned by BEVERIDGE and parked at his residence. After BEVERIDGE 
found out that it was illegal to have someone stay in the 
camper, SIRHAN moved to a house owned by BEVERIDGE at 23^ North 

Cannello, Pasadena. BEVERIDGE was In the process of renovating 

* 
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this house and SIRHAN stayed there by himself. This house 
has subsequently been torn down. 

In early 1964, SIRHAN started work at the gas 
station located at the Intersection of Foothill and Altadena 
Drive. BEVERIDGE last saw him during the period he was working 
at this gas Btatlon and estimated that this would have been 
three to four years ago. 

BEVERIDGE advised that he does not have any infor- 
mation concerning any associates of SIRHAN other than he was 
friendly with one of the employees of the above service station 
who left this area to enter military service. 

BEVERIDGE described SIRHAN as a quiet boy, who 
talked very little about his past or his family. He was 
quiet, well mannei'ed, and studied very hard. He did not 
discuss politics and did not in any way express resentment 
toward any individual or any group. He appeared to like 
the United States and enjoyed living in this country. At 
no time did he display any temperament or show violence. 
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BRANTLEY stated that he was acquainted- with SIRHAN 
BISHARA SIRHAN for approximately a six month period in 1963* 
during which time they became close friends. At that time, 
BRANTLEY was 17 years old and was employed at the service 
station located at the intersection of Foothill and Altadena 
Drive* owned by CLARENCE COPPING. BRANTLEY worked during 
the late evening and early morning hours at this station. 
Sometime during the middle of 1963, possibly in June or 
July* COPPING introduced him to SIRHAN. BRANTLEY stated 
* that he does not know how COPPING and SIRHAN became 
acquainted, or what connection they have with each other. 

At the time this occurred, it was BRANTLEY'S understanding 
that SIRHAN was attending Pasadena City College, and was 
doing part-time evening work at Peak's Hamburger House 
(now known as Taco Treat), located near the intersection 
of Halstead and Foothill Boulevard in Pasadena. It was 
BRANTLEY'S belief that at this time SIRHAN was probably 
about 19 years old. From the time that he met him, until 
the time that BRANTLEY left the service station In December 
1563, to enter the Armed Services, SIRHAN made it a practice 
to come to the service station and stay with BRANTLEY for 
several hours each evening.

BRANTLEY stated that he left the service station 
in December 1963, and did not return to the California area 
until December 1966. At that time, he asked COPPING if he 
Knew where SIRHAN was, and COPPING stated that he did not 
knew what SIRHAN was doing but had heard that he had gotten 
a Job at the Santa Anita Race Track as a fccjcey &r horse 
trainer. BRANTLEY made no other effort to contact SIRHAN 
and consequently has not seen him or heard from him since 
December 1963. 



BRANTLEY stated that during the period he knew 
SIRHAN, SIRHAN was living in a camper located at the 
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residence of Mr. BEVERIDGE, on Worth Sierra Madre Boulevard. 
SIRHAN indicated that he was living apart from his family 
because of some family trouble, but he did not discuss this 
any further. 

BRANT IEY stated that he did not meet any of the 
SIRHAN family, but recalls SIRHAN talking about his parents 
so he assumed that both his father and mother were living in 
this area. He also made passing reference to a brother by 
the name of JOE; however, BRANTLEY did not recall anything 
specifically said about JOE. There was no reference made 
about SIRHAN having a sister. SIRHAN did talk about an 
uncle who still lived In Jerusalem. In this connection, 
BRANTLEY stated that SIRHAN told him that he came to this 
country with his family from Jfa»ua several years ago. 

He claimed to be Arabian, but did not make reference to 
any Arabic nationality. 

BRANTIEY advised that he considered SIRHAN to be 
a very intelligent individual. He spoke English with a 
slight accent and Indicated a knowledge of Arabic. He also 
could at least read German, since on one occasion he 
interpreted a letter written in German which BRANTIEY's 
brother had received from a girl friend in Germany, 

BRANTLEY stated that throughout his contact with 
SIRHAN, they did not discuss politics or involvement of this 
country in other parts of the world. Their topics of 
conversation were limited to normal interests of young 
teenagers, including talk about girls; however, at no 
time did SIRHAN indicate that he had a particular girl 
friend. SIRHAN did not indicate any emotional disturbance 
over the situation in Israel, and no particular animosity 
toward any individual or group. When he did talk about 
Jtausslem, it was related to graphic description of the 
physical lay out of the country and the customs of the 
people. SIRHAN appeared to be very satisfied with his 
life in this country and appreciative of the manner of 
living and his acceptance in this country. 

BRANTLEY stated that he has seen recent pictures 
of SIRHAN. The only difference noticed was that during 
the period BRANTLEY knew SIRHAN, he wore a thick, dark 
mustache.

BRANTLEY stated that he cannot suggest anyone 
else who would have further knowledge of SIRKAN, adding 
that he did not meet any of SIRHAN's friends or introduce-, 
him to anyone to whom SIRHAN became friendly. 
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JACK DAVIES, owner Jack Davies Richfield Service 
Station, 2529 East Foothill Boulevard, PaSAdena, California, 
furnished the following information: 

DAVIES advised that SIRHAN SIRHAN began working for 
him at the station on September 28, I 96 H, and terminated this 
employment on June 7* 1965- DAVIES advised that SIRHAN worked 
at this same Richfield Station for one CLARENCE COPPING, who 
had previously owned the service station prior to DAVIES 
purchasing this station, 

DAVIES advised that SIRHAN was an excellent worker 
and never caused any trouble around the station, was friendly 
, to the customers, and seemed dedicated to his work, 

DAVIES advised that during the time SIRHAN was 
employed at his station, he worked the night shift alone and 
■was an excellent employee due to the fact that he was a loner 
and never had any friends; therefore, there were never groups 
of boys hanging around the service station while SIRHAN was on 
duty. He advised that SIRHAN never made friends with anyone 
at the service station and never expressed any of hie political 
views or nationalistic beliefs to him. 

DAVIES advised that he never saw SIRHAN with any 
girls and the only thing he recalls about SIRHAN was that he 
enjoyed going to the horse races at Santa Anita and he always 
got the impression that SIRHAN bet roost, of his salary on the 
horses. He advised that SIRHAN once mentioned that he would 
like to become a jockey and if he ever started any type of 
conversation at the station, it was concerning horses that 
were running at Santa Anita. 

He advised that SIRHAN was very polite to the 
customers, attentive, showed an outstanding personality, and 
one of the best employees that has worked for him since he 
took over the Richfield Station. 
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He advised that approximately two months ago, SIRHAN 
came by his station on a Sunday and he helped SIRHAN tune up 
his 1956 DeSoto. He advised at this time he noticed no change 
in SIRHAN. He advised that during this time while SIRHAN was 
at the station, no conversation developed other than SIRHAN 
mentioned to him that his automobile had not been running for 
the past couple of months and that he had not purchased license 
plates for this automobile and that license plates currently 
on the automobile belong to his brother. 

DAVIES advised that he never met any of SIRHAN* a 
relatives nor at anytime while SIRHAN was employed by him did 
any of his friends come to the station. 

DAVIES advised that IVAN MILICIC, who runs the 
Chevron Station across the street from his business, once 
needed some help in 1965 and SIRHAN worked for MILICIC 
approximately two weeks. 

DAVIES advised that the last time he saw SIRHAN 
was on June 3> 1968, at approximately 11:00 a.m. when SIRHAN 
drove into his station to get gas- He advised that at this 
time, he was talking on the telephone and he noticed that 
SIRHAN had waved to him. He advised that SIRHAN waited on 
himself by. putting the gasoline into his car and gave the 
money to SIDNEY MC DANIEL, an employee of the service station 
and SIRHAN drove off before DAVIES could speak to him. 

DAVIES advised that although several of his customers 
may have known SIRHAN to see him, he Is certain no one knew 
him well. DAVIES advised that he did not notice any difference 
in SIRHAN the past few months and -he did not seem to change 
any since he was employed at the Richfield Service Station. 

DAVIES went on to say that when he saw the picture 
of the suspected assassin of Senator KENNEDY on television, 
he immediately identified this individual as SIRHAN, who was 
employed by him and he further stated that it was hard for 
him to believe that SIRHAN could do this type of thing. 

DAVIES then furnished the following names of 
Individuals who might have known SIRHAN: 
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SIDNEY MC DANIEL, home address ■■■PMn 
California, employee Jack Davies Richfield Service Station, 

2529 East Foothill Boulevard, PasAdena, fuhhlBhefl the following 
information: 

MC DANIEL advised that he first met SIRHAN SIRHAN 
in 1965 when he started working for JACK DAVIES At the 
Richfield Station. He advised that he knew SIRHAN to speak 
to him and that he would usually speak to SIRHAN when he came 
by the station for gasoline but never knew SIRHAN socially. 

MC DANIEL advised that he never at anytime saw SIRHAN with 
anyone and when he did see SIRHAN, he would always be alone* 

He went on to say that SIRHAN seemed 'to have a fine personality, 
t was a good worker, was quite friendly and polite, but appeared 
to be a loner and a person who appeared to want to be left 
alone . 

MC DANIEL advised that he never met any of SIRHAN's 
family and he always felt that SIRHAN was a foreigner but he 
never knew what country he was from. He advised that SIRRAH 
once mentioned to him that he liked to play the horses and 
his ambition was to work at a race track and maybe even become 
a jockey. He advised that SIRHAN once fell from a horse and 
was injured but he does not recall where the incident occurred 
or the exact date. He advised at no time during any conversa- 
tions with SIRHAN did SIRHAN ever express any of his views. 

He advised that SIRHAN never spoke politically and at no time 
did he ever talk of violence or for that matter seem £0 
be a violent person. 

MC DANIEL went on to say that on June 3, 1968, at 
approximately 10:30 a.m. , SIRHAN came into the Richfield 
Station and purchased gas for his 1956 De Soto, SIRHAN spoke 
briefly to him juat to say hello and waved to Mr. DAVIES 
and then drove off.

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MC DANIEL advised that SIRHAN did not seem any 
different to him on June 3 » 1968, than he had in the past* 
MC DANIEL further advised that when he saw SIRHAN's picture 
on the television as being the nan who had shot Senator 
KENNEDY, it was hard for him to believe that SIRHAN could 
do this. 
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THOMAS EDWARD BLESSING, home address 

\ Pasadena, California, was interviewed at 

pisc^or employment. Jack Davies Richfield Service Station, 
2529 East Foothill Boulevard, Pasadena, California, and 
furnished the following information: 



BLESSING advised that he has been employed at the 
Jack Davies Richfield Service Station for approximately 
one and one-half months, since he moved to California from 
Saginaw, Michigan. BLESSING advised that he never worked 
with SIRHAN SIRHAN but that he met SIRHAN approximately 
four or five times, when SIRHAN would come into the service 
station to purchase gasoline, BLESSING went on to say that 
> he did not know SIRHAN by name, but, the morning after 

Senator KENNEDY was shot, JACK DAVIES, Owner of the Richfield 
Station, told him that SIRHAN was the individual who had 
previously worked for him and was the same person who used 
to come in and buy gasoline, BLESSING further stated that 
when SIRHAN would come into the station in his 195o pink 
DeSoto, they would sometimes talk about automobiles. He 
advised that approximately three weeks ago while SIRHAN 
was at the service station, he asked SIRHAN If he knew 
anyone who had a good automobile for sale because he needed 
transportation. BLESSING advised that SIRHAN told him that 
he was planning on trading cars and, if he did trade for 
another car, he would give BLESSING his old car, being a 
I956 pink DeSoto. 
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BLESSING advised that SIRHAN was a very polite 
individual and friendly. He told BLESSING that he understood 
that BLESSING had a family and with the salary he was making 
at this service station, he realised it was hard to support 
a family on these wages. Therefore, if he did purchase a 
new car, he would give BLESSING his pink DeSoto. 

BLESSING advised that the last time he saw SIRHAN 
was on Monday, June 3> 1968, exact time unknown, when SIRHAN 
came into the Jack Davies Richfield Gas Station. He advised 
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that SIRHAN waited on himself and after he had put the gas 
In his automobile, he waved to JACK DAVIES, Owner of the 
Richfield Station, and said "helb" to BLESSING and drove 
off, BLESSING advised that SIDNEY MC DANIEL took the money 
for SlRHAN's purchase of the gasoline on this date. 

BLESSING added that he was surprised when SIRHAN 
, offered him his 1956 DeSoto if he traded cars because he 
had only known SIRHAN for approximately one month and had 
actually only seen him four or five times at the most. He 
advised that during the short period he knew SIRHAN even though 
he did not know him by name, SIRHAN never discussed any of 
. his political views or nationalistic learnings or, for that 
matter, never expressed any of his views. 

BLESSING advised that he never met any of SIRHAN^ 
relatives or friends and the only time he saw SIRHAN was 
when he would come into the filling station for gasoline 
and at no time was anyone with SIRHAN. He added that 
although SIRHAN was friendly and polite, he appeared to be 
a loner. 



BLESSING further advised that on at least two 
occasions, he had a chance to look into the automdbile, the 
1956 DeSoto, belonging to SIRHAN due to the fact that SIRHAN 
had offered to give him this vehicle if he traded cars and. 
at no time did he observe any weapon, ammunition, or anything, 
for that matter, which would lead a person to believe SIRHAN 
would do this type of thing.

Prom March 1965* through December 1967* YASHUK 
was employed at the Jack Davies Richfield Service Station, 
2529 East Foothill Boulevard, Pasadena, California. YASHUK 
stated that from March 1965 until November or December 1965# 
SIRHAN BISHARA SIRHAN was employed at this station. YASHUK 
advised that he worked on Friday and Saturday evenings from 
5:00 p.m. until midnight and on Sunday from 9:00 a.m. until 
4*00 p.m. SIRHAN would relieve him at work on Sunday at 
, 4:00 p.m., and SIRHAN would spend his off evenings hanging 
around the service station. YASHUK stated he knew SIRHAN 
fairly well, had coffee with him a couple of times away from 
work, however, his association with SIRHAN was limited to 
contacts at the service station. He never spent any time 
with SIRHAN other than the two times he had coffee with 
him away from work. YASHUK described SIRHAN as being 
friendly and carefree, having a good personality and he 
added that SIRHAN got along well with all customers. 



YASHUK recalled that in 1965 while SIRHAN was 
working at the station he would often point out his pink and 
white 1956 De Soto and would ask the question, “do I go well 
with tills car?" And he would ask YASHUK, "do you think the 
car is too big for me?"

According to YASHUK, SIRHAN stated that he lived 
with his aunt and brother however the names and addresses 
were never stated. SIRHAN stated he had a sister who lived 
in Jerusalem, her name was not stated, and he wanted to 
bring her to the United States. SIRHAN also claimed to know 
several languages and indicated that he wanted to be an 
interpreter. 
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YASHUK stated that to his Knowledge SIRHAN did 
not drink or use profane language and he does not Know of 
SIRHAN having any friends. SIRHAN was never visited at 
the station by anyone. YASHUK advised that SIRHAN never 
expressed any political feelings or dislike for anyone. 

YASHUK recalled that a CAROL LAMBRECHT managed 
the station in 19&5- IAMBRECRT would often assign to 
> SIRHAN the duties of cleaning out the restrooms . LAMBRECHT 
would inspect the restrooms for cleanliness and would often 
accuse SIRHAN of not cleaning the restrooms SIRHAN would 
become excited and explain, "I did, you are lying to me." 

YASHUK recalled that SIRHAN never borrowed money 
from any employees at the station and he appeared to spend 
hi© money on clothes SIRHAN on one occasion mentioned that 
he had purchased two pair of pants which cost $25-00 apiece 
YASHUK cannot recall from what clothing store SIRHAN purchased 
the clothing YASHUK advised that SIRHAN wore "continental 
style” clothes, and that he wore tight pants. 



YASHUK recalled that in 1965 a security company 
named Hough Security Company provided evening security for 
the station YASHUK stated around midnight the days* cash 
would be placed in the station safe and a security 
guard from the Hough Company would provide protection 
at the station when the money was placed in the safe. YASHUK 
advised that one guard in particulat with this company was 
a very profane individual and on one occasion SIRHAN stated 
to this guard to tone down his profanity. The guard was upset 
by SIRHAN f s statement and offered -to fight SIRHAN, however, 
SIRHAN became very meek and would not fight this guard. 

YASHUK advised that approximately one and one-half 
weeks ago on a Tuesday or Thursday afternoon, he was driving 
by the Davies Richfield Station and he observed SIRHAN* 6 
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1956 pink and white De Soto in the station. YASHUK stated 
that he stopped in the station and he observed SIRHAH working 
on hi 5 car. He said “hello’ 1 to SIRHAn and SIRHAN said "hi" 
and mentioned that he was having ignition trouble with his 
car. SIRHAH said nothing else to him and YASHUK did not 
say anything further to SIRHAH.

interviewed at hie place oT employment. Gene Sell's Snell, 

5505 North Rosemead, Pasadena, California, and furnished 
the following information: 

LAMBRECHT advised that during 19^5 an d 19&>* he 
was employed at the Jack Davies Richfield Service Station, 

252S East Foothill Boulevard, Pasadena, California, and, 
during this time, he worked approximately one year ssiM 
SIRHAN BISHARA SIRHAN. LAMBBECHT went on to say that sikhah 
always worked the night shift during the time he was employed 
at Jack Davies Richfield and LAMBRECHT never worked on the 
same shift with SIRHAN. 

LAMBRECHT advised that during the time he worked 
at Jack Davies Richfield Station, he never had any political 
discussions or, for that matter, any type of discussions 
with SIRHAN. He advised that SIRHAN was polite and friendly 
to the customers, a good worker and did not seem to have 
many friends. LAMBRECHT advised that when he worked at the 
Jack Davies Richfield Station, he was the manager and 
advised that during the early part of 1966, he drove by the 
station one evening while SIRHAN was working and noticed 
SIRHAN talking to two females and a man, all j5L htm * 

and they were standing near the Coke machine. LAMBRECHT 
stated that he did not stop at the station and, at the time, 
felt as if these three might possibly have been friends or 
SIRHAN. .The ne::t morning when he case on duty tp relieve 
SIRHAN, he kidded SIRHAN about driving by the night before 
and seeing him talking to the girls and mentioned to SIRHAN some- 
thing to the effect that, "That's why the e Ration uasn t cleaned 
up. You were too busy visiting. LAMBRECHT went on to say 
that at this time, SIRHAN said, I don't care to work for 
you any more.

SIRHAN's friends and, in fact, never saw him with anyone and

Be 
advised that SIRHAN was a very good worker and did an excellent 
job operating his service station He advised that SIRHAN 
would usually work the evening shift alone and that he never 
had any lengthy conversations with SIRHAN and at no time can 
he recall SIRHAN expressing his political views or any of his 
beliefs for that matter. He advised that to his knowledge, 
no one ever visited SIRHAN during the month he worked at the 
Chevron Station and stated that SIRHAN appeared to him to be 
a loner and a person. *who actually did not have very many 
friends. 



MILICIC advised that he last saw SIRHAN on June 3> 
1968, at Jack Davies Richfield Service Station across the 
street from his business. He advised that on this date, 
SIRHAN had pulled into the Richfield Service Station and 
appeared to be getting gas in his automobile. He advised 
that he was standing in the driveway of his business and 
SIRHAN waved to him as he left the Richfield Service Station. 
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used to come into his business when he worked at the Richfield 
Service Station located at 2529 East Foothill Boulevard, 
Pasadena, California. 





idvised that he never knew SIRHAN personally 

and never carried on any type of conversation with SIRHAH. He 
advised that several of the employees who worked at the 
Richfield Service Station would come into his business for 
either cigarettes or candy but none of them actually became 
friendly or talked freely to him. 



He advised that after seeing a photograph of SIRHAH 
on television, he realized that this was the individual who 
used to work at the Richfield Service Station in 1964.

During this time, SIHHAN resided with his mother, 
at 696 East Howard Street, Pasadena, California, which 
residence is located several blocks from the Organic -Pasadena 
store. 



SIRHAN* s work as a stock boy consisted of stacking 
shelves, handling fresh vegetables as they arrived daily at 
the store, make deliveries to WEIDNER’s store in Monterey 
Park and Downey, California, and occasionally taking money 
to the bank. NEIDN2R indicated that SIRHAN' s mother was a 
regular customer at the Organic-Pasadena store, as was 
SIRHAN's sister (whose name he believes is ADIA SIHHAN). 
SIRHAN's younger brother, MUNIR SIHHAN, worked as a stock 
boy at the Organic -Pasadena store for cne or two weeks 
approximately three years ago.

Two or three months prior to September 196?, 
SIHHAN 1 s mother asked VISXDNER If he could get a job for her 
son, SIHHAN SIRHAN. In mid September 1967 , YJEIDNER had an 
opening for a stock boy at the Pasadena store, and on 
September 24, 1967. SIRHAN SIRHAN came to work at this 
location. SIRHAN worked from Sunday through Friday d 
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and was paid $2.00 an hour by WEIDNER. WEIDNER stated 
that he felt SIRHAN was completely honest, and -he believes 
that SIRHAN may have at one time had a hey to the Organic - 
Pasadena store for the purpose of opening the store early 
on Sunday mornings to prepare a fresh fruit and vegetable 
stand. 



WEIDNER described SIRHAN as a capable employee 
who got along well with the other employees, and who always 
presented a neat appearance and was courteous to the customers. 
WEIDNER noted, however, that SIRHAN seemed to resent being 
told what to do, and on occasion became aggressive and bad 
tempered with WEIDNER. In this respect, WEIDNER received 
the impression that SIRHAN resented authority and discipline, 
and had an "inferiority complex" resulting from his being 
physically small. 

WEIDNER advised that the following employees at 
the Org&nlc-Pasadena store and his stores in Monterey Park 
and Downey, California, would have been acquainted with 
SIRHAN: 




RETTA DRAKE,

for WEIDNER from February 25, 1963, through 
March 7* 1963, quitting on the same date as SIRHAN. 



WEIDNER described DRAKE as approximately §^^ears

California, who terminated her employed with WEIDNER 
in March 1963, worked at WEIDNER* s stores in Pasadena 
and Downey, California, and would he acquainted with 
SIRHAN. 

Other persons employed hy WEIDNER who wol 
iclude MARGARET V. ROLEN,

SIRHAN never discussed his personal activities 
with WEIDNER and WEIDNER was not acquainted with any of 
SIRHAN* s associates. 

WEIDNER noted that SIRHAN would occasionally 
discuss politics in general, without ever referring to any 
particular politician or official. WEIDNER stated that 
from time to time SIRHAN would discuss Middle East affairs 
and would express a strong dislike for the State of Israel 
and Jewish people in general. According to WEIDNER, SIRHAN 
was exceptionally hitter about the United States support 
of the State of Israel during the hostilities between Israel 
and the ;.i ... ij , ic. l'.o.ic , Ivc veil r.s c uoi ’ 0 Joi't-v.n*r 
loss of territory to Israel. WEIDNER further recalled that 
SIRHAN once told him that when he (SIRHAN) was young he 
saw some Israelis killing Arab children; and that SIRHAN 
once told WEIDNER* s wife, NAOMI WEIDNER, that he (SIRHAN) 
once witnessed several Israeli soldiers killing r itofoneciocs 
Jordanian woman with a knife. 
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WEIDNER continued that SIRHAN was very sympathetic 
to the poor people and appeared to resent affluence. 

According to WEIDNER, SIRHAN was also very sympathetic to 
the Negro race, and on one occasion when he (SIRHAN) and 
WEIDNER were discussing rioting in the Negro communities , 
SIKHAN indicated that he felt that violence was the only 
way Negroes could obtain their rights. 

WEIDNER further recalled that on one occasion 
he asked SIRHAN if he were a United States citizen , and 
, SIRHAN replied that he had not become an American citizen 
because there was no "liberty" in this country. On still 
another occasion, SIRHAN Indicated to WEIDNER that he did 
not believe in God. 

WEIDNER stated that on February 23, 1963, he 
told SIRHAN to make deliveries at the Downey and Monterey 
Park stores and to stop at one of the stores before the 
other. SIRHAN made the deliveries in reverse order, and 
when WEIDNER mentioned this to SIRHAN, SIRHAN became very 
angry and belligerent; called WEIDNER a liar and stalked 
out of the store, indicating that he was quitting the job. 
According to WEIDNER, SIRHAN re-appeared at the store 
several minutes after this incident and told WEIDNER that 
his (SIRHAN^) "conscience" would not let him continue his 
employment with WEIDNER, but that he would stay for two 
more weeks as per a prior oral notice of termination of 
employment agreement with WEIDNER. 

WEIDNER and SIRHAN had another disagreement on 
or shortly before March 7, 1963, which disagreement arose 
when SIRHAN failed to cover the vegetable stand with paper 
bags as was customary at closing time. WEIDNER said that 
when he mentioned this Incident to SIRHAN, SIRHAN again 
became extremely angry and defensive, accused WEIDNER of 
firing him* and again left the store in an angry mood. 

WEIDNER believes that during this argument with SIRHAN, he, 
(WEIDNER) called the Pasadena Police Department and that 
several police officers arrived and talked briefly with 
SIRHAN in the store parking lot before SIRHAN left by himself. 
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In mid March 1963, WEIDNER received a notice to 
appear before the Labor Commissioner, Division of Labor, 

Law Enforcement, Los Angeles, regarding a petition filed 
by SIRHAN for unpaid wages. On March 20, 1963, WEIDNER 
and SIRHAN appeared before this Commissioner and a settlement 
was reached whereby WEIDNER was required to pay SIRHAN 
approximately $150.00 for wages due and severance pay. 

WEIDNER noted, as previously mentioned, that RECTA DRAKE, 
a former store manager for WEIDNER at the Organic -Pasadena 
store, also filed a petition for unpaid wages with the Labor 
Commissioner and appeared at this location at the same t ime 
* as SIRHAN. WEIDNER does not know whether SIRHAN and DRAKE 
previously agreed to petition the Labor Commissioner at the 
same time . 



WEIDNER has not seen SIRHAN since March 20, 1963, 
the date of the above appearance before the Labor Commissioner.

CLARK advised that SIRHAN told hin hiE name was SAUL 

SIRHAN when he first met him while picking up trash at SIRHAN 1 8 
re sTaence . 



CLARK stated that he often talked with SIRHAN but 
that their discussions were never regarding politics and only 
idle talk. He stated that he talked about going hunting 
sonetiuie and incited SIRHAN to accompany him and also invited 
'him to his residence but that SIRHAN never accepted the 
invitation 



CLARK advised that he never observed SIRHAN with a 
gun and never observed anything resembling a target in the 
area of SIRHAN* s back yard during the time he was picking up 
the trash at SIRHAN' s residence. 

CLARK advised that he recalls the Wednesday after 
MARTIN LUTHER KING'S death, April 10, 196£, when SIRHAN asked 
him what he thought of KING'S death. CLARK stated that he 
did not make much comment regarding this question and then 
SIRHAN asked him who he was going to vote for. CLARK stated 
that he said that he was voting for KENNEDY and then SIRHAN 
stated "Why do you want to vote for hin because I am going 
to kill that S.O.B. 






CLARK stated that he thought SIRHAN was joking about 
this, therefore did not pay much attention to this remark at 
the time. 



CLARK advised that on the Wednesday before the 
assassination of Senator ROBERT KENNEDY, he was again picking 
up trash on Howard Street; and during his lunch break, SIRHAN 
took him to a grocery store in the area located at Howard Street 
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and Lake Street and bought him an Orange Julius soft drink. 
CLARK stated that SIRHAN seemed to be very happy on this day 
and had said something about winning $100 at a racetrack but 
that he had also lost this money before leaving the race- 
track. CLARK advised that after they finished their soft 
drink, he went bach to work and SIRHAN said something about 
going to visit a library, 

CLARK furnished the following signed statement 
/ regarding his conversation with SIRHAN SIRHAN on April 10, 
19§S:

"I recall the Wednesday following Martin Luther 
Kings death, believe April 10, 1?53, I was collecting 
trasE on Howard Stret and talked with Sirhan while 
picking up trash at His residence. I recall Sirhan 
asked me how I felt about Martin tAither King£ death 
and asked me who I was going to vote for. l”~told 
him I was going to vote for Robert Kennedy. Sirhan 
said “Why do you want to vote for him because I am 
going to kill that S.O.B.V I did not pay much 
attention to this remark because I thought he was 
joking. This is the only time I have ever talked 
with Sirhan regarding politics in any form.

She last saw SIRHAN approximately four or five 
months ago when he had dinner with her and her husband 
and, after dinner, he invited her and her husband over to 
his house on Howard Street in Pasadena. 



She does not know any other close associates of 
SIRHAN' s, except perhaps an individual whose last name is 
CROWE who had been a classmate of SIRHAN' s at PCC and who 
SIRHAN had helped with the Arabic language. 



SIRHAN was very pro-Arabia and the only time he 
became emotional was when discussing the Israeli-Arab 
conflict. He criticized the United States due to its 
support of Israel in the conflict and expressed a feeling 
of appreciation to Russia for its assistance to the Arabs* 

When SIRHAN was a horse exercise boy in Corona, 
Calif ornia, he expressed a profound interest in becoming a 
Jockey and seemed to change considerably following his fall 
from a horse in 1966, After the fall, he seemed to brood 
and remarked that due to the damage to his eyes, he could 
no longer be a Jockey. 
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IBHIA advised that in conversations with several 
of the SIRHAN brothers he learned that SIRHAN SIRHAN had 
constant arguments with them as well as with his mother. 

He was not told what the arguments were about, but he 
surmises they were strictly of a family nature. He recalls 
that SIRHAN SIRHAN along with one other brother SAID SIRHAN, 
were quite unhappy living in the United States. He thinks 
that both brothers were unable to adjust to the social and 
political atmosphere in the United States. 

When he knew SIRHAN SIRHAN he did not think that 
he was capable of any major crime since school seemed to 
be foremost in his mind and not politics as such, which he 
did not seem too interested in. 

While SIRHAN SIRHAN was a member of the organization 
of Arab students, he used to volunteer for some of the less 
desirous work of making the meetings which were held at the 
local YMCA, more successful. Some of the things he did 
were to set up the chairs, arrange for a tape recorder and 
»T*T*ani7f» frvr various refreshments for the grouo. 



He would consider 3IHHAN SIRHAN to be easily 
influenced, however, for any Arab Nationalist cause since 
he had some Intense feelings against the Israelis. 

He does not know who SIRHAN SIRHAN T s associates were 
However, he considers that he was more forward than most 
Arabian students with respect to meeting female companions 
since he would often talk to them in the student lounge 
at Pasadena City College. 

He does not know of any other interests which 
SIRHAN SIRHAN had, and he was surprised to read in the 
newspapers that SIRHAN SIRHAN seems to have an interest 
In philosophy. He stated that he must have greatly changed 
since he knew him three years ago, for at that time he 
considered SIRHAN SIRHAN to be just an ordinary young man.
